European  War. 

{War  News  in  "  C.  <fc  7>.."  October  fl„  191.',.) 
British  men  of  learning  replied  to  the  German  professors' 
manifesto.  We  reported  a  proposal  to  found  a  German 
glycerin  exchange,  tho  object  of  which  was  to  make 
Germany  independent  of  foreign  countries  in  regard  to 
glycerin,  which  was  beginning  to  bo  a  scarce  commodity  in 
Germany.  Tho  law  as  to  trading  witli  the  enemy  began  to 
be  made  clearer  by  the  Courts,  the  most  important  decision 
in  this  respect  being  in  regard  to  the  Cheshire  works  of 
Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining,  Ltd.,  of  which  Sir  William 
Plender  was  appointed  controller,  on  the  application  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.

J.  L.  Gammie,  chemist,  Macduff),  lst/6th  Battalion  Gordon 
Highlanders.  Private  Burnett  is  reported  missing,  and  is 
believed  to  be  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the  hands  of  the 
Germans. 

Sara,  F.  I.  H.  (third  son  of  Mr.  II.  Sara,  chemist, 
Framlingham,  Suffolk),  Royal  Naval  Air  Service.  The 
two  elder  sons  of  Mr.  Sara  are  engaged  on  Government, 
work. 

Trade  with  China  and  Siam. 

The  "London  Gazette"  (October  15)  contains  a  list,  of 
additions  and  corrections  to  the  lists  already  published  of 
persons  to  whom  goods  to  be  exported  to  China  and  Siam 
may  be  consigned.  Altogether  thirty-six  names  have  been 
added  to  the  Chinese  list,  including  the  Japanese  Red  Cross 
Hospital  and  the  Morgan  Crucible  Co.,  Ltd.  The  Siamese 
list  contains  thirty-eight  additional  names,  including  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  Bangkok. 

Contraband  of  War. 
The  "  London  Gazette  "  (October  15)  contains  a  Pro- 
clamation revising  the  list  of  articles  to  be  treated  as 
contraband  of  war.  All  previous  lists  have  now  been 
withdrawn,  and  among  the  articles  of  interest  to  the 
chemical  trades  which  are  to  be  treated  as  absolute  contra- 
band are:  Paraffin  wax;  materials  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  explosives,  including  nitric  acid  and  nitrates  of  all 
kinds ;  sulphuric  acid ;  fuming  sulphuric  acid  (oleum)  ; 
acetic  acid  and  acetates ;  barium  chlorate  and  pcrchlorate ; 
calcium  acetate,  nitrate,  and  carbide;  potassium  salts  and 
caustic  potash;  ammonium  salts  and  ammonia  liquor; 
caustic  soda;  sodium  chlorate  and  perchlorate ;  mercury  ; 
benzol;  toluol;  xylol;  solvent  naphtha;  phenol  (carbolic 
acid),  cresol,  naphthaline,  and  their  mixtures  and  deriva- 
tives; aniline  and  its  derivatives ;  glycerin;  acetone;  acetic 
ether;  ethvl  alcobol  :  methyl  alcohol ;  ether:  sulphur:  urea; 
cvanamide;  celluloid;  manganese  dioxide;  hydrochloric 
acid;  bromine;  phosphorus;  carbon  disulphidej  arsenic 
and  its  compounds ;  chlorine;  phosgene  (carbonyl  chloride)  ; 
sulphur  dioxide;  nrussiate  of  soda;  sodium  cyanide;  iodine 
and  its  comnounds ;  capsicum  and  peppers;  tanning-sub- 
stances of  alt  kinds,  including  quebracho-wood  and  extracts 
for  use  in  tanning :  mineral  oils,  including  benzin  and 
motor-spirit;  resinous  products;  camphor  and  turpentine 
(oil  and  snirit) ;  wood  tar  and  wood-tar  oil;  rubber;  lubri- 
cants; sodium  metal;  aluminium,  alumina,  and  salts  of 
aluminium;  antimony,  together  with  the  sulphides  and  oxides 
of  antimony;  tin.  chloride  of  tin,  and  tin  ore.  Conditional 
contraband  articles  include:  Feeding-stuffs  for  animals; 
oleaginous  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels;  animal,  fish,  and  vege- 
table oils  and  fats  other  than  those  capable  of  use  as 
lubricants,  and  not  including  essentia]  oils. 

Exportation  Notices. 

According  to  a  Ministerial  Decree  of  September  20  the 
following  substances  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  articles 
the  exportation  of  which  from  Austria-Hungary  is  pro- 
hibited: Glauber's  salt.  Ensom  salt,  hydrogen  peroxide, 
lime  hypochlorite,   and  lvsoform. 

Netherlands.~Bv  Royal  Decree  of  October  2  the  exporta- 
tion of  honey  in  all  forms  from  the  Netherlands  is  pro- 
hibited. The"  exportation  of  milk  and  all  milk-products  has 
also  been  prohibited. 

RrssiA  has  prohibited  the  exportation,  via  all  frontiers  of 
the  Empire,  of  calcium  acetate,  chloride  of  tin,  yellow  wood, 
chestnut,  oak.  and  other  plants  containing  dyeing  and  tan- 
ning substances.  Exceptions  from  these  prohibitions  will, 
however,  be  made  in  favour  of  Allied  and  friendly 
countries. 
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Switzerland. — A  Federal  Decree,  dated  October  9,  pro- 
hibits the  exportation  of  blcaching-powder. 

United  KINGDOM. — A  supplement  to  the  "London 
Gazette."  dated  October  13,  contains  an  Order  in  Council 
setting  forth  : 

That  the  heading  "  Salts  of  aluminium  (other  than 
alunite  and  nitrate  of  aluminium)  "  in  the  list  of  goods  the 
exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all  foreign  countries 
in  Europe  and  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Black  Soas,  other 
than  France.  Russia  (except,  through  Baltic  ports).  Italy, 
Spain,  and  Portugal,  should  be  deleted,  and  there  be  sub- 
stituted therefor  the  heading  "  Salts  of  aluminium  (other 
than  alunite.  ammonium  alum,  and  nitrate  of  aluminium, 
the  exportation  of  which  is  already  prohibited  to  all  destina- 
tions abroad  other  than  British'  Possessions  and  Protec- 
torates)." 

That  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  be 
prohibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than  British 
Possessions  and  Protectorates:  Stearine  pitch  and  other 
pitches  derived  from  fatty  oils  and  acids. 

That  the  exportation  of  the  following  goods  should  bo 
prohibited  ti>  all  foreign  countries  in  Europe  and  on  the 
Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than  France,  Russia 
(except  through_  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Spain,  and  Portugal: 
Borax,  boric  acid,  and  other  boron-compounds;  desiccated 
coconut.

Sergeant  R.  P.  White,  R.A.M.C.,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, son  of  Mr.  W.  Everard  White,  chemist  and  druggist. 
Gainsborough,  has  been  invalided  from  the  Gallipoli 
Peninsula  to  Valetta  Hospital,  Malta. 

Sergeant  Harry  Nuttall  ("  Bob  ")  Stroud,  Leicester- 
shire Yeomanry,  son  of  Mr.  N.  H.  Stroud,  director  of  John 
Richardson  &  Co.  (Leicester),  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
has  been  granted  a  commission  in  the  South  Notts  Hussars. 
Lieutenant  Stroud  left  Leicester  with  the  first  draft  of  the 
Leicestershire  Yeomanry  on  the  outbreak  of  war  as  a 
trooper,  and  has  been  at  the  Front  just  over  twelve  months. 

Mr.  G.  Calvert  McGonigal,  who  during  the  past  four 
years  has  been  with  Mr.  G.  Stuart  Jones,  chemist,  Durban, 
arrived  in  London  last  week,  having  come  home  with  a 
view  to  joining  the  Colours.  Mr.  McGonigal  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  Davidson  &  Grav,  Dundee,  and  after 
qualifying  came  to  London.

Misc  sllaneous. 

Patents  and  Designs.— An  Order  in  Council  has  been 
made  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Consolidation  Acts 
and  the  Munitions  of  War  Act  giving  power  to  the 
Comptroller-General  of  Patents.  Designs,  and  Trade-marks 
to  delay  the  publication  of  any  patent  specification  or' 
design  if  he  is  satisfied  that  the  publication  might  be 
detrimental  to  the  public  safety  or  defence  of  the  realm, 
or  might  otherwise  assist,  the  enemv  or  endanger  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  war.  Regulations  embodying 
these  provisions  have  been  made.

Phar- 
macists desirous  of  joining  the  new  section,  for  which 
twelve  men  are  required,  are  requested  to  send  their  names 
to  Platoon-Sergeant  A,  Newton,  20  Salisbury  Drive,  Prest- 
wich.  or  to  attend  in  person  on  Tuesdav  evenings  from 
6.30  to  8.30  p.m.  at  the  headquarters  of  the  8th  Manchester 
Territorials,  Ardwick  Green,  Manchester.

Now  he  is  at  Brocken- 
hurst,  in  the  New  Forest,  having  been  invalided  Home 
with  dysentery,  from  which  he  is  rapidly  recovering. 
He  has  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  sergeant. 

Lesds.

Liverpool. 

On  dit  that  a  well-known  pharmacist  is  about  to  enter 
the  medical  profession. 

Mr.  John  H.  Robinson,  Secretary  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association,  returned  from  Harrogate  on  Tues- 
day, having  benefited  greatly  by  the  "  cure." 

A  pharmacist  in  the  district  runs  a  branch  post-office, 
the  yearly  revenue  extending  well  into  five  figures.  His 
remuneration  works  out  at  6«.  8d.  per  103/..  or  0.33  per 
cent. 

Considerable  interest  attaches  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association.  The  President  for 
the  ensuing  year  is  to  be  chosen,  and  a  paper  on  "  Lost 
Profits  in  the  Drug-trade "  will  be  read  bv  "  Jav 
Mack." 

Over  50  per  cent,  of  the  young  men  in  the  pharmaceu- 
tical line  in  Liverpool  have  joined  the  Colours.  Many 
of  those  remaining  are  being  keot  back  only  because  their 
services  are  required  by  the  country  in  the  laboratories 
or  for  dispensing. 

Sea-water  plasma,  which  was  introduced  bv  French 
physicians  about  two  years  ago  as  a  therapeutic  agent, 
is  still  in  good  demand  from  a  local  firm.  The  "pure 
sea-water  is  obtained  in  sterilised  jars  sunk  to  a  depth 
of  five  fathoms  at  least  twentv  miles  off  the  north-west 


coast  of  Ireland,  and  the  isotonic  plasma  is  prepared 
under  scrupulously  aseptic  conditions  in  a  specially  con- 
structed dust-proof  room,  to  which  only  two  persons  have 
access. 

Sheffield. 

A  general  move  has  been  made  in  Sheffield  with  a  view- 
to  securing  earlier  closing.  A  card  appears  in  most  busi- 
ness establishments  giving  the  proposed  hours  during 
winter. 

Colonel  Connell,  the  officer  commanding  the  3rd  Northern 
General  Hospital,  is  issuing  war-service  badges  to  civilian 
pharmacists  who  are  on  the  staff  of  any  military  annexe 
under  his  command. 

After  a  prolonged  discussion  by  the  Sheffield  Medical 
Committee,  in  which  strong  protests  were  made  against 
the  drug-accounts  being  made  a  ifirst  charge  on  the 
Medical  "Benefit  Fund,  it  was  decided  to  agree  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Departmental  Committee's  Report  as  a 
whole. 

Alderman  Dunn,  Ph.C,  Shipley,  as  Chairman  of  the 
West  Riding  Education  Committee,  has  asked  for  support 
for  the  preliminary  classes  to  be  held  at  Castleford, 
Knottingley,  and  Mexborough,  by  lecturers  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Sheffield,  on  glass -manufacture.  Alderman 
Dunn  hopes  these  experimental  classes  will  have  far- 
reaching  results. 

Miscellaneous. 

Wine-licence.— The  Hatfield  (Herts)  Bench  on  October  4 
transferred  the  off-licence  held  bv  the  late  Mr.  James  Cox, 
chemist  and  druggist,  at  Fore  Street,  Hatfield,  to  his  son, 
Mr.  Harry  Cox. 

Too  Much  Light.— At  Chelmsford,  on  October  8.  Mr. 
James  B.  Carr,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ingatestone,  Essex, 
was  fined  1/.  for  permitting  a  bright  light  to  shine  across 
the  road  through  the  open  door  of  his  pharmacy  on  the 
evening  of  October  4. 

Stamping  Patent  Medicines.— One  result  of  the  new- 
medicine-duties  is  illustrated  in  a  photograph  reproduced 
in  the  "  Sundav  Pictorial  "  of  October  17.  in  which  a 
number  of  girls'  are  shown  affixing  the  additional  stamps 
to  the  packages  in  a  London  clearing-house. 

Shops  Act— The  Birkenhead  Town  Council  on  October  9 
issued  an  order  for  chemists  and  druggists  to  close  at 
8.30  p.m.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Wednesdays ;  1  p.m. 
or  8.30  p.m.  on  Thursdays;  9  P.M.  on  Fridays;  and  10.30  p.m. 
or  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays.  The  order  is  not  to  apply  to  the 
fourteen  weekdavs  preceding  December  25  or  to  the  week- 
days prior  to  Easter  Monday,  Whit-Monday,  and  the  August 
Bank-holiday. 

Wholesale  Druggists'  Hours.— A  London  wholesale 
druggist,  with  whom  negotiations  have  been  proceeding 
with  the  National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop-assistants. 
Warehousemen,  and  Clerks  for  some  time  respecting  the 
maximum  working-week  for  the  staff,  have  by  a  rearrange- 
ment of  the  lunch  and  tea  time  amicably  settled  the 
matter,  and  the  staff  is  now  working  a  forty-eight-hour 
week.  The  whole  of  the  staff  is  now  working  under  the 
Union's  programme  for  the  Metropolitan  area. 

Opium-smuggling. — At  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  Octo- 
ber 20,  seven  Chinamen  were  charged,  on  remand,  with 
attempting  to  take  on  board  ships  in  the  Royal  Albert 
Docks  274  lb.  of  opium.  It  was  stated  that  Ah  Sing,  or 
Ching  Yang  Chee,  one  of  the  defendants,  was  a  constant 
associate  of  Chinese,  and  evidently  an  agent  for  the  others. 
He  was  ordered  to  pay  100/..  or  go  to  gaol  for  six  months. 
Three  of  the  others  were  fined  50/.  each,  or  three  months' 
imprisonment,  and  the  remaining  three  25/.  each,  or  two 
months'  imprisonment. 

Poisoning  Cases. — Two  of  the  four  deaths  due  to  poisons 
reported  during  the  week  were  suicidal  cases,  the  poisons 
used  being  carbolic  acid  and  sheep-dip.  A  man  died  at 
Lancaster  from  belladonna  poisoning,  and  a  convalescent 
Canadian  soldier  died  through  taking  an  overdose  of 
heroin.  .  At  the  inquest  on  the  latter  it  was  stated  that 
deceased  and  another  Canadian  soldier,  who  had  also  re- 
covered from  wounds,  had  in  their  possession  what  they 
called  "  snow-snuff."  This  proved  to  be  heroin,  which  the 
soldiers  seemed  to  be  able  to  obtain  in  France.  They  took 
it  by  placing  some  on  the  back  of  the  hand  and  sniffing 
it  up  the  nostrils.  A  medical  witness  stated  that  this 
method  of  inhaling  it  is  new  and,  taken  thus,  it  acts 
more  quickly.  It  would  probably  be  taken  by  soldiers  for 
the  soothing  sensation  it  produces  and  to  banish  fear.  The 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure.

Dundee. 

At  Dundee  Stamp  Office  on  Wednesday  morning  30/. 
worth  of  new  medicine  stamps  were  sold.  All  the 
demands  for  stamps  could  not  be  met  till  arrival  on 
Thursday  of  fresh  supplies. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  demand  for 
methylated  spirit  since  the  severe  restrictions  on  the 
purchase  of  whisky  came  into  force.  When  asked  for 
what  purpose  it  is  wanted,  the  reply  is  for  window-clean- 
ing or  French  polishing ! 

Edinburgh. 

In  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary  in  Edinburgh  on 
October  18,  Charles  Anthony  Aider,  herbalist  and 
homoeopathist,  was  tried  upon  a  charge  of  having  caused 
the  death  of  an  Edinburgh  woman  by  performing  an 
illegal  operation.  Summing  up,  the  presiding  Judge 
(Lord  Scott  Dickson)  directed  the  jury  that  the  charge 
of  murder  was  not  justified  by  the  evidence,  but  it  was 
a  question  for  them  whether  defendant  was  guilty  of 
culpable  homicide.  The  jury  unanimously  found  the 
charge  not  proved. 

The  report  of  the  directors  and  balance-sheet  of 
St.  Cuthbert's  Co-operative  Society  for  the  half-year  ended 
September  7,  1915.  to  be  submitted  to  the  half-yearly 
general  meeting  of  the  members  on  October  26,  shows 
that  the  net  sales  of  the  six  branches  of  the  drug-depart- 
ment during  the  period  under  review  were  as  follows  :

Fife. 

The  "bulb"  season  is  now  in  full  swing  in  all  parts 
of  the  country,  and  hyacinth,  crocus,  daffodil,  and  other 
bulbs  are  to  be  seen  in  the  windows  of  many  pharmacies. 

It  now  transpires  that  many  doctors  who  attended 
soldiers'  and  sailors'  dependants,  and  prescribed  liberally, 
were,  in  some  cases,  receiving  through  trade-unions  the 
usual  weekly  allowance  for  medical  attendance  to  the 
families  of  members,  the  soldiers'  or  sailors'  membership- 
fees  being  kept  up  by  their  fellow-workmen. 

The  effect  of  the  circular  issued  last  week  to  panel 
practitioners  and  chemists  has  been  most  gratifying. 
The  labour  entailed  in  writing  out  repeats  has  been  placed 
on  the  proper  shoulders,  and  doctors  are  now  using 
"  C  "  forms  more  frequently.  In  some  cases  doctors  are 
prescribing  larger  quantities  to  save  frequent  repeats. 
This  must  tend  to  conserve  the  Drug  Fund,  and  must 
consequently  benefit  the  chemists.  Fifeshire  chemists 
may  therefore  look  forward  to  a  bonus  in  the  future, 
instead  of  a  discount.  The  Bureau  has  apparently 
touched  the  right  lever. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Cod-liver  oil  window-shows  are  numerous  in  the  city 
this  week.  Bottles  containing  a  dilute  solution  of 
bichromate  of  potassium  are  used  as  "  dummies."  The 
imitation  defies  detection  from  the  point  of  view  of  colour, 
and  makes  a  very  pleasing  display. 

The  official  notice  issued  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  (as  reproduced  in  the  C.  <£•  D..  October  16.  p.  45) 
has  been 'exhibited  in  the  windows  of  many  city  pharma- 
cies, with  the  result  that  during  the  week-end  there  was 
again  a  great  business  done  in  popular  patents  at  the 
old  prices. 

On  October  14  the  Duchess  of  Montrose  formally 
opened  the  National  Military  Hospital  at  Bellahouston, 
Glasgow.  The  hospital  will  accommodate  700  patients, 
and  is  equipped  in  the  most  modern  manner.    The  operat- 


ing-theatre has  accommodation  for  two  operating-tables, 
and  in  the  same  section  are  an  x-ray-room,  drug  and 
anaesthetic  rooms,  developing-room,  sterilising-room, 
instrument-room,  and  store-rooms  for  dressings.  Equally 
well-equipped  is  the  pathological  block,  which  includes 
electrical-appliance  room,  clinical-room,  incubator-room, 
and  sterilising-room.

— M.  J.  Henri  Fabre,  the  great  French  ento 
niologist  who  died  at  his  residence  at  Sevignan  (Provence 
on  October  11,  was  styled  by  Victor  Hugo  the  "  Homer 
of  the  insect  world,"  and  alluded  to  by  Darwin  as  an 
"inimitable  observer."  Of  humble  origin,  he  was  born 
in  an  Avignon  village  on  December  22,  1823,  and  although 
his  life  lasted  over  the  best  part  of  a  century,  he  was 
never  in  easy  circumstances.  Brought  up  by  a  peasant 
grandmother,  he  received  his  early  instruction  from  his 
godfather,  who  at  St.  Leon's  fulfilled  the  functions  of 
schoolmaster,  barber,  choirmaster,  and  bellringer.  He 
seems,  however,  to  have  persevered  in  his  studies,  for  at 
nineteen  he  had  gone  through  a  high  school  and  obtained 
a  post  as  teacher  at  32/.  a  year,  an  income  which  was 
doubtless  more  than  sufficient  for  his  always  simple  wants, 
as  he  ventured  on  matrimony  a  few  years  afterwards.  It 
was  when  he  obtained  a  post  as  Professor  of  Chemistry 
at  the  Avignon  Lycee;  that,  anxious  to  supplement  his 
scanty  income  sufficiently  to  enable  him  to  buy  the  ento- 
mological works  which  were  already  his  favourite  study, 
he  took  up  research  work  in  organic  chemistry.  He  is 
•credited  with  having  isolated  the  colouring  principle  of 
*'  garance  "  ;  but  his  hopes  of  success  in  this  direction  were 
destroyed  by  the  discovery  of  synthetic  alizarine,  and  he 
ffinally  retired  to  his  country  home,  took  up  his  lifework, 
and  abandoned  the  more  remunerative  side  of  modern 
science.  He  lived  in  an  old  house  surrounded  by  a  vast, 
and  half  wild,  garden — a  place  propitious  to  the  study  of 
dnsect  life — and  he  made  a  little  money  by  writing  educa- 
tional works.  His  first  book  appeared  in  1865,  but  his 
most  remarkable  production,  his  ten  series  of  "  Entomo- 
logical Souvenirs,"  were  published  between  1879  and  1910. 
Buried  in  his  out-of-the-way  village,  and  entirely  forgotten 
"by  the  general  public,  he  was  known  and  respected  by 
some  leading  men  ;  Victor  Duruy,  Pasteur  (who  occasion- 
ally visited  his  hermitage),  Stuart  Mill,  etc.,  were  all 
among  his  personal  friends  and  admirers.  His  ninetieth 
birthday  was  the  occasion  of  national  and  official  recogni- 
tion of  his  services  to  science,  and  President  Poincare, 
when  touring  in  the  South,  did  not  fail  to  add  his  personal 
■tribute.

Gas  Cylinders.  -At  the  Lambeth  County  Court  on  Octo- 
ber 15,  Judge  Parry  awarded  Barrett  &  Elers,  Ltd., 
8/.  14s.  td.,  with  costs,  against  Barnard  &  Co..  Ltd.,  dairy 
outfitters.  Arch  47,  Vauxhall,  Lambeth,  S.E..  being  \&.  per 
day  rent  for  fourteen  carbonic-acid  gas  cylinders.  The 
claim  originally  was  for  31/.  10s.,  or  14s.  per  cylinder,  but 
before  the  hearing  the  defendants  had  returned  the  cvlinders 
and  agreed  to  pay  the  rent.

Francis  Hallam,  Ltd.,  chemists.  High  Street,  Burton  sued 
dip    Harris  &   Co.   (1913),   Ltd..  of    Birmingham,  for 
lot.  15s.  td.,  being  the  balance  of  payment  for  goods  sup- 


plied. Mr.  T.  F.  Dunnicliffo  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs 
and  Mr.  W.  Birkett  for  the  defendants.  Mr.  Dunnicliffe 
explained  that  (lie  plaint  ill'  company  had  on  their  hands 
a  stock  of  apparatus  which  became  more  valuable  owing 
to  the  war,  and  agreed  to  sell  the  goods  to  the  defendants 
on  condition  that  they  bought  all  or  none  at  the  sehedulo 
price.  The  apparatus,  as  scheduled,  amounted  to  64/.  Is.  td. 
net,  and  46/.  17s.  Id.  was  paid  on  account  in  July,  making, 
with  a  contra  account.of  13s.  td.,  a  balance  due  to  the  plain- 
tiffs of  16/.  15s.  td.  Defendants  had  paid  5/.  into  court 
under  a  denial  of  liability.  Mr.  Birkett  applied  for  tho 
case  to  bo  remitted  to  Birmingham,  whore  tho  detailed 
terms  in  dispute  could  bo  referred  to  arbitration.  Ho 
complained  of  the  inconvenience  of  having  to  pack  and 
convey  so  many  delicate  instruments  again  to  Burton,  but; 
his  Honour  referred  the  case  to  tho  Registrar  of  tho 
Burton  County  Court  for  a  report. 

A  Chemist's  Estate. -Tho  case  of  Bucher  v.  Maw 
was  again  mentioned  to  Judge  Gent  at  the  Truro  County 
Court  on  October  12.  Wo  reported  on  August  7  (p.  42)  that 
his  Honour  had  granted  to  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons  an  admini- 
stration order  on  tho  estate  of  tho  late  W.  H.  Bucher, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Truro,  who  died  on  January  6,  1914. 
Mrs.  Bucher  was  executrix  under  the  will,  but  was  unablo 
to  meet  her  husband's  debts  or  to  realise  tho  business,  and 
undertook  to  carry  it  on  with  tho  purpose  of  endeavouring 
to  sell  it  as  a  going  concern,  which  she  did  last  June,  as 
already  reported.  Mr.  Adams  now  stated  that  Mrs.  Bucher 
is  almost  destitute,  having  nothing  but  an  annuity  of  12/. 
or  13/.  Mr.  E.  L.  Carlyon  said  that  if  Mrs.  Bucher  had 
realised  the  estate  the  creditors  would  have  been  much 
better  off.  Mr.  Cannon,  who  had  managed  the  business, 
and  the  landlord  had  been  paid  in  full,  but  the  rest  were 
not  likely  to  get  much  out  of  it.  It  was  decided  that  tho 
principal  creditors  should  be  informed  as  to  the  position, 
and  their  opinion  invited  on  tho  suggestion  that  the  first 
payment  from  a  balance  of  79/.  9s.  5d.  paid  into  court 
should  bo  for  costs,  and  the  rest  divided  in  such  a  way 
that  the  deceased's  own  creditors  should  have  no  advantage 
over  the  subsequent  creditors.

At  one  o'clock  on  Wednesday  nearly  three  hundred  pharma- 
cists lunched  together  in  the  Crown  Room,  Holborn  Restau- 
rant, preparatory  to  considering  an  agenda  of  business 
prepared  for  them  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Local  Associations  Conference,  which  was  called  into  being 
under  the  regis  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
"Britain  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  that  pharma- 
cists should  act  as  on©  man,  more  or  less,  in  regard  to 
pharmaceutical  matters  arising  from  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act.  This  week's  meeting  was  necessary  on  account 
of  the  proposals  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
Drug  Tariff,  and  every  area  in  England  and  Wales  was 
represented,  except  Huntingdonshire.  Isle  of  Wight. 
Kesteven  (Lines  ),  Rutlandshire,  and  East  Suffolk  among  the 
English  counties;  Barnsley,  Bootle,  Canterbury,  Carlisle, 
Middlesbrough,  and  Northampton  among  the  English 
•towns;  Anglesey,  Brecknockshire.  Carmarthenshire,  Mont 
gomeryshire,  and  Radnorshire  among  Welsh  counties ;  and 
'Swansea,  was  the  only  one  of  the  Welsh  towns  not  repre- 
sented— according  to  the  printed  list.  Scotland  is  a  distinct 
Jcailyaird  for  Insurance  purposes,  nevertheless,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour,  Mr.  T.  Guthrie,  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill,  and  Mr. 
Shiach  Kitchin  came  into  the  Crown  Room  after  they

"Vice-President,  Treasurer,  several  members  of  Council  and 
of  the  local  Executive,  while  the  Secretary  and  Registrar, 
Parliamentary  Secretary,  and  other  principal  officers  of  the 
'Society  were  either  on  the  platform  or  in  the  room  facilitat- 
ing business.  The  Conference  began  at  2.15  and  ended  at 
1  o'clock,  without  a  break,  and  met  again  on  Thursday 
at  10  a.m.,  so  that  readers  will  understand  that  this  account 
is  not  a  full  report:  indeed,  our  sole  object  is  to  tell  what 
was  done,_  rather  than  to  exoound  the  manner  and  method 
"by  which  it  was  accomplished. 

Mr.  White  has  the  gift  of  conveying  much  in  a  few 
-sentences,  and  his  introductory  remarks  were  just  so,  for  he 
gave  delegates  the  assurance  that  he  was  there  to  see  that 
everyone  had  a  chance  to  say  what  they  had  come  to  say, 
•and  he  would  see  that  they  had  a  fair  hearing  and  fair- 
play.    Standing  orders  were  adopted,  and 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
■was  taken  paragraph  by  paragraph.  The  report  was  a 
record  of  what  has  been  done  since  January  21,  1914.  when 
■the  Committee  was  constituted.  In  succession  Constitution 
•and  Duties,  Territorial  Representation,  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,  and  Organisation  were  dealt  with  in  four  para- 
graphs. Insurance  Accounts  had  nine.  The  War  and  the 
Trice  of  Drugs  three.  Administration  of  Dependants'  Scheme 
two.  The  Prices  of  Proprietary  Articles  three.  Conferences 
with  the  British  Medical  Asscciation  two,  and  the  twenty- 
fourth  paragraph  was  about  the  postponement  of  the  Con- 
ference from  January  to  the  present  time.  The  delegates 
had  the  chance  of  speaking  on  each  of  the  subjects,  but 
Tittle  was  said,  and  there  was  no  dissentient  voice  to  the 
-adoption  of  the  report.    It  was  good. 

The  Federat  ion  scheme  was  next  mentioned,  on  a  motion  I 
~by  the  President  to  make  it  possible  for  a  Secretary  of  a 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  be  a  delegate  to  the 
Conference;  and  Mr.  White  accepted  the  qualification  "if 
a  pharmacist"  for  such  Secretary.  So  altered,  the  motion 
was  agreed  to. 

An  hour  had  by  this  time  elapsed,  and 

The  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee 
now  faced  the  Conference,  and  the  President  was  down  to 
make  a  statement  as  to  the  views  of  the  Executive.  He 
•saved  time  by  asking  Mr.  Woolcock  to  tell  the  Conference 
something  about  the  Departmental  Committee's  Report, 
which  he  did— a  masterly  effort  that  cleared  the  ground  of 
many  things  which  the  delegates  were  quick  to  realise  were 
•trivialities  rather  than  burning  questions.  The  agenda  con- 
tained thirteen  resolutions  about  Insurance  matters,  and 
seven  of  these  were  now  discussed  along  with  amendments, 
three  and  a  half  hours  being  devoted  to  this.  Five  of  the 
resolutions  had   been  formulated  by  the  Executive  Com- 


mittee, which  had  met  the  night  before.  We  print  the. 
resolutions  in  darker  type,  and  indicate  by  remarks  where 
changes  were  made  : 

"That  this  Conference  is  of  opinion  that  any  Tariff  to  be 
accepted  by  pharmacists  must  pro\ide  adequate  remuneration 
for  the  professional  skill  required  in  dispensing  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions, and  must  ensure  prompt  and  regular  payment  of 
pharmacists'  accounts  in  full." 

London  had  two  amendments  to  this:  one  was  with- 
drawn, and  another,  adding  "  upon  definite  dates,"  was 
defeated  after  exhaustive  debate  of  about  half  an  hour. 
The  second  resolution  was  : 

"  That  the  system  of  discounting  leading:  in  many  cases  to 
inadequate  payment,  must  be  abolished. " 

It  did  not  take  long  to  agree  with  that.    The  next  was  : 
"  That  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee,  in  so  far  as 
it  provides  for  the  abolition  of  discounting,  be  adopted." 

St.  Helens  wanted  "a  National  Tariff"  to  be  appro- 
priately introduced  here,  and  the  question  of  Scotland  came 
in,  but  was  satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  making  the  latter 
part  read  "provides  for  a  uniform  Tariff  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  for  the  abolition  of  discounting."  At  this  point 
a  notable  personage  on  the  platform  whispered,  "Aren't 
they  doing  well;  I'm  proud  of  them."  He  referred  to  tho 
fine  way  that  the  delegates  were  tackling  the  business.  The 
fourth  resolution  was  : 

"  That  the  principle  of  charging  drugs  at  cost  price  be  adopted, 
provided  adequate  remuneration  can  be  obtained  by  means  of 
dispensing=fees." 

It  took  forty-two  minutes  to  dispose  of  this.  The  only 
amendment  to  it  was  shelved,  for  the  delegates  preferred 
to  talk  "at  la-ge";  and  well  debated  the  subject  was. 
Some  of  tho  remarks  were  (we  have  not  a  word  for  it): 
but  the  debate  revealed  a  surprising  amount  of  agreement 
with  the  novel  principle.  Then  came  the  fifth  of  the 
Executive's  resolutions,  which  was  backed  by  nine  Associa- 
tions. It  was  as  follows,  and  with  amendments  occupied 
all  the  rest  of  the  sitting  : 

"  That  this  Conference  considers  the  proposed  dispensing-fees 
to  be  inadequate,  particularly  that  portion  allocated  to  the  pay- 
ment of  establishment  charges,  and  declines  to  recommend  their 
acceptance  unless  the  Commissioners  can  satisfy  a  Committee 
to  be  appointed  by  this  Conference  that  they  are  adequate." 

An  amendment  by  Flintshire  for  rejection  of  the  fees  was 
not  seconded,  and  one  of  dissent  by  West  Sussex  was  also 
to  be  withdrawn,  but  was  allowed  to  remain  while  four 
amendments  of  it  were  considered.  The  first  was  to 
increase  the  mixture-fees  by  1<7.,  the  second  was  for  a  2d. 
increase,  and  the  third  for  1.5d.  per  prescription— this  was 
lost,  and  the  others  withdrawn  as  being  likely  to  tie  tho 
hands  of  the  Committee.  The  f  ollowing  Glamorgan  amend- 
ment induced  a  lot  of  talk  : 

"  Attention  should  be  called  to  the  price  of  dressings, 
the  only  profit  on  which  will  be  the  establishment-fee." 
This  was  added  to  the  resolution.  Mr.  Woolcock  explained 
why  the  Departmental  Committee  fixed  on  0.8rZ.  only  as 
the  "profit,"  and  there  seemed  to  be  general  acceptance 
of  his  explanation,  but  it  was  felt  that  it  would  do  no 
harm  to  add  the  statement;  on  the  other  hand,  a  Stoke-on- 
Trent  amendment  to  add  "  a  reasonable  trade  profit  to  the 
cost  of  dressings"  was  not  viewed  in  that  light.  It  was 
also  agreed  "that  bottles  should  be  included  in  the  monthly 
Supplementary  Tariff."  as  suggested  by  Dorset.  Then  cain'o 
a  warm  discussion  on  stock  mixtures,  which  Hampshire 
wanted  abolished,  and  very  diverse  views  were  ultimately 
emulsified  in  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  suggestion  that  the  Con- 
ference considers  the  practice  of  using  stock  mixtures,  on 
the  ground  that  they  lead  to  ineffective  treatment." 

Stoke-on-Trent  wanted  a  late  fee  for  urgent  prescriptions. 
This  brought  up  again  what  had  been  repeatedly  talked 
about— viz.,  that  hitherto  and  now  there  are  local  "arrange- 
ments, which  will  be  scrapped  by  a  National  Tariff,  and 
among  things  that  will  go  are  "extra  fees  agreed  to  by 
local  Committees  in  various  places.  The  vote  of  the  meet- 
ing showed  that  they  must  go.  Finally  it  was  agreed  that, 
the  Executive  Committee  should  appoint  the  members  of 
the  deputation  to  interview  Mr.  Charles  Roberts  at  10  a.m. 
on  Thursday. 

The  Conference  was  resumed  on  Thursday  morning 
shortly  after  ten  o'clock,  the  Vice-President  taking  the 
chair,  he  being  supported  by  several  Councillors— viz..  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour.  Mr.  Moreton  Parry.  Mr.  John  Kcallj  and 
Mr.  Rymer  Young  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  sat  beside  the  Vice- 
President.  The  members  of 'the  Scottish  deputation  were 
on  the  platform,  but  all  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  except  Mr.  W.   B.  Trick,  were  absent  on  the 
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interview  with  Mr.  C.  Roberts.  The  morning  was  devoted 
to  consideration  of  a  series  of  resolutions  on 

Proprietary  Articles, 
■which  were  submitted  chiefly  by  the  London  County  Asso- 
ciation, and  amendments  to  them  from  other  Associations. 
As  these  were  discussed  with  much  gusto  by  members, 
embarrassment  was  felt  by  those  who  realised  that  prin- 
ciples were  applauded  or  defeated  in  respect  to  matters 
which  hitherto  have  been  regarded  as  outside  the  province 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  whose  weight  was  thus 
given  to  the  resolutions  arrived  at.    The  first  was  : 

"That  the  Conference  advocates  the  abolition  in  all  phar- 
macies of  the  practice  of  opening-  stamped  boxes  of  proprietary 
pills  and  retailing  them  in  small  quantities.'' 
South  Shields  wanted  to  raise  the  licence-duty  to  5^.  a 
year,  but  this  was  lost  on  a  vote.  Five  Associations  wished 
to  replace  "  boxes  of  proprietary  pills  "  in  the  resolution 
by  "packages  of  dutiable"  articles;  this  was  agreed  to, 
as  was  also  an  amendment  to  add  to  the  above  "  and  that 
the  Excise  authorities  be  approached  to  take  steps  to  pre- 
vent the  practice,"  which  was  a  milder  instruction  than 
asking  the  authorities  to  make  the  practice  illegal.  Finally 
it  was  agreed,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  in  all  phar- 
macies." not  to  confine  the  suggested  changes  to  pharma- 
cists, or  rather  to  those  who  carry  on  pharmacies. 

Prices  and  profits  were  then  entered  on,  the  first  resolution 
being  : 

'  That  a  minimum  profit  of  25  per  cent,  on  the  selling  price 
of  all  patent  medicines,  perfumes,  and  toilet-soaps  should  be 
provided. " 

The  word  "patent  "  in  this  was  changed  to  "  proprietary  "  ; 
it  was  also  altered  by  putting  "  and  20  per  cent,  on  all 
toilet  requisites  and  perfumes"  after  ••medicines''  and 
in  place  of  "  perfumes  and  toilet-soaps,"  'and  it  was  also 
agreed  that  the  profit  should  be  obtained  in  respect  to  any 
quantities  purchased.  The  next  resolution  gave  tho 
Conference  the  opportunity  of  changing  its  mind  about 
profit ;  it  was  : 

"That  a  minimum  profit  of  20  per  cent,  on  the  selling  price 
of  all  infant  foods  should  be  providec-." 

Cardiff  wanted  15  per  cent.  only.  Mr.  Leo  Joseph  was  at 
Buckingham  Gate  on  a  matter  of  high  finance,  but  in  his 
absence  the  Conference  agreed  to  take  15  instead  of  20: 
also  to  leave  "infant"  out  of  tho  resolution,  and  to  add 
"in  any  quantity" — not  infants,  but  foods  purchased. 
There  was  another  amendment  to  the  resolution  to  tho  effect 
"  that  makers  of  infants'  foods  should  be  required  to 
declare  the  constituents  or  composition  of  food  upon  each 
tin"  or  package.  The  Chairman  said  this  must  bo  put 
as  a  distinct  motion,  which  was  done  by  Mr.  Charles  Goode 
on  behalf  of  Essex,  but,  after  a  warning  to  the  meeting  of 
the  dangers  involved,  the  motion  was  defeated  by  vote. 

"That  the  Conference  advocates  the  absolute  refusal  to  stock 
or  sell  any  proprietary  article  advertised  to  the  public  by  means 
of  a  prescription  or  of  which  the  retail  price  is  unstated." 

The  meeting  discussed  this  for  a  long  time  and  from  many 
points  of  view,  including  even  the  moral  ;  it  was  interest- 
ing, sometimes  laughable,  often  indiscreet.  Finally,  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  helped  it  out  by  formulating  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  passed  : 

"That  this  Conference  places  on  record  its  condemnation  of 
the  advertising  of  proprietary  articles  to  the  public  otherwise 
than  as  proprietary  articles  and  by  means  of  a  prescription." 

The  meeting  gladly  accepted  this,  then  went  on  to  an 
even  more  thorny  subject— viz.,  that  the  three  resolutions 
immediately  preceding  the  last  would  be  inoperative  if 
company-pharmacies  would  not  co-operate.  It  took  some 
time  to  convince  members  that  they  were  insufficiently  in- 
formed on  the  subject,  but  they  ultimately  realised  that 
companies  arc  among  the  best  friends  of  price-protection, 
and  that  co-ops.  are  the  competitors  they  should  keep 
their  eyes  upon.  So  Hampshire's  motion  was  withdrawn. 
Flintshire  wanted  the  Conference  to  use  every  endeavour 
to  induce  makers  of  proprietary  medicines  'foods,  etc., 
to  put  them  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list,  and  if  they  did  not, 
Bradford  asked  the  Conference  to  adopt  the  "  policy  of 
the  boycott."  Again  a  lot  said  until  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  gave 
the  meeting  the  benefit  of  his  twenty  years'  experience,  with 
the  result  that  resolution  and  amendment  were  withdrawn, 
as  also  was  the  London  Association's  motion  in  regard  to 
Pears'  soap. 

Organisation" 

was  next  on  the  agenda,  and  of  the  five  motions  one  was 
held  until  the  President  came  back.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  Conference  should  meet  at   least  once  a  vear    but  a 


motion  to  introduce  the  card  system  of  voting  was  lost  by 
a  big  majority.    York  moved  : 

"That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  be 
more  properly  constituted  if  elected  on  a  system  of  territorial 
representation. " 

After  discussion,  this  was  put  to  the  vote,  and  the  Chair- 
man declared  it  carried  ;  but  this  was  challenged,  and  on 
a  recount  the  "  Ayes"  had  it;  so  this  goes  forward  to  the 
Council  (we  presume)  to  consider  and  decide.  St.  Helens 
wanted  voting  by  proxy  to  be  the  rule  of  the  Conference, 
but  no  one  from  tho  town  was  there,  and  the  motion 
dropped.    Finally  it  was  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Essex  : 

"That  the  Executive  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
none  of  the  so-called  07  per-cent.  cresylic  acid  now  on  the 
market  conforms  to  the  specifications  of  the  B.P.  and  B.P.C 
what  is  offered  being  without  guarantee  and  merely  a. 
residue  from  which  the  most  important  constituent  has  been 
removed." 

At  this  stage  (1  p.m.)  the  meeting  adjourned  for  luncheon, 
and  as  we  went  out  tho  deputation  returned  from  tho 
interview  with  Mr.  Roberts. 

After  luncheon,  the  first  resolution  taken  was  one  from 
Plymouth  regarding  the  inadequacy  of  the  information  ob' 
taincd  from  Secretaries  of  Insurance  Committees.  Mr. 
Roper  disclosed  that  there  is  difficulty  in  getting  to  know 
the  payments  made  to  medical  institutes  for  drugs.  Mr. 
Xeathercoat  (Chairman)  suggested  that  the  pharmacists' 
representative  on  the  Insurance  Committee  should  ask  for 
any  information  he  wants.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Executive- 
should  furnish  to  Secretaries  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees, 
information  as  to  what  documents  they  are  entitled  fo- 
under the  Regulations. 

Mr.  Ridyard  then  introduced  the  question  of  defining 
"  rural  areas,"  which  has  been  a.  great  difficulty  in  many 
parts  of  the  country.  He  suggested  a  new  wording,  and' 
Mr.  Neathercoat  drew  attention  to  the  better  wording  of 
the  Scottish  Regulations.  Mr.  Ridyard's  resolution  passed 
with  a  slight  modification.  The  President,  who  had.' 
arrived  with  Mr.  Woolcock,  then  made  a  statement  as  to  the 
result  of  the  interview  with  the  Commissioners.  He  said 
that  in  the  three  hours'  discussion  neither  party  convinced' 
the  other,  but  the  Commissioners  had  accepted  tho  prin- 
ciples embodied  in  Resolution  5.  He  then  read  a  state- 
ment which  had  been  drawn  up  and  signed  by  Mr.  Charles- 
Roberts  as  follows  : 

I  understand  that  the  Association's  Conference  Delegates  w  ill 
recommend  the  acceptance  of  service  under  the  new  Tariff 
subject  to  the  understanding  th  it  if  before  July  1  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  produ.es  evidence  that  satisfies  the  Govern- 
ment that  the  figure  of  O.Hd.  does  not  in  fact  represent  an 
adequate  rate  of  establishment  charge,  that  figure  will  be 
increased  retrospectively  from  January  1  to  such  fig-.ire  that, 
represents  a  fair  average. 

Mr.  Woolcock.  taking  tho  administrative  point  of  view, 
said  chemists  must  give  every  assistance  possible  in  proving 
(he  question  of  establishment  charges  by  placing  their  books 
at  the  service  of  the  Society.  This  caused  a  good  deal  of 
discussion  as  to  what  information  was  wanted,  and  showed 
a  disposition  to  furnish  information  to  headquarters  rather 
than  to  local  Associations. 

Another  point  raised  was  in  regard  to  expenses  of  Phar- 
maceutical Committees,  and  Air.  Woolcock  stated  that,  as 
there  would  bo  110  checking  to  pay  for,  probably  J<?.  or- 
a<l.  from  each  insured  person  would  suffice  in  future. 
Whether  the  expenses  of  delegates  to  that  Conference  is  a.- 
legitimate  charge  on  these  funds  was  another  point  raised, 
the  Sheffield  delegate  (Mr.  Antcliffe)  stating  that  his  Com- 
mittee nays  them. 

The  President's  statement  was  accepted  by  the  meeting, 
and  the  delegates  to  tho  Commissioners  were  thanked  for- 
their  services. 

A  few  other  resolutions  remained  to  be  cleared  off,  tho 
most  important  being  one  from  London  urging  the  forma- 
tion of  a  body  that  could  deal  with  purely  trade  matters,, 
seeing  that  the  Local  Associations  Executive  Committee  has 
stated  that  it  cannot  do  this.  The  President  suggested  that 
there  is  a  way  of  conferring  this  power  on  the  Executive- 
Committee  if  that  body  is  not  required  to  refer  those  par- 
ticular matters  to  the  Council. 

Tho  voting-papers  for  seven  members  of  the  Executive 
had  been  handed  round,  and  at  this  7ioint  the  result  of  the 
election  was  declared  as  follows:  Messrs.  J.  W.  Oussons, 
J.  W.  Deakin.  C.  E.  A.  Goode.  A.  II.  Jenkin,  L.  Joseph, 
C.  W.  Ridvard.  and  Hugo  Wolff. 

The  final  matter  before  the  Conference  was  a  resolution- 
regarding  military  service  of  pharmacists'  assistants.  The 
meeting,  however,  took  the  stand  that  national  interests 
should  come  before  those  of  tho  trade,  and  tho  resolutions 
was  withdrawn. 

Votes  of  thanks  concluded  the  Conference  at  five  o'clock.

Westminster  Wisdom.

Chemists'  Accounts. 
As  announced  in  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  <£•  D.,  Mr. 
Dixon  on  October  14  asked  Mr.  Charles  Roberts,  M.P., 
a  question  about  the  payment  of  chemists'  accounts,  and 
Mr.  Roberts  referred  him  to  his  reply  last  July  to  identical 
questions  by  Mr.  Hancock,  the  member  for  Mid-Derbyshiro 
(C.  <£•  D.,  July  31,  p.  149). 

The  Insurance  Commissioners. 

There  is  authority  for  stating,  in  view  of  many  rumours 
which  are  current  at  the  moment,  that  tho  Departmental 
Committee  on  Retrenchment  in  the  Public  Service,  of  which 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  the  Chairman,  has  not 
as  yet  considered  any  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  of  England  or  Scotland. 

Co-operative  Societies  and  Income-tax. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  informed  Mr.  William 
Field.  M.P.,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  Octo- 
ber 19,  that  he  does  not  propose  any  alteration  in  tho 
income-tax  as  regards  co-operativo  societies.  The  Army 
and  Navy  and  Civil  Service  Stores  are  taxed  in  precisely 
the  same  way  as  other  businesses.  Co-operative  societies 
are  not  exempt  from  stamp-duties. 

Humogen  and  Food-production. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  14,  Mr.  Joseph 
King,  M.P.,  was  informed  by  Mr.  Acland,  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  that  State  grants 
have  been  made  in  respect  of  the  scientific  side  of  Pro- 
fessor Bottomley's  work  on  "  Humogen,"  the  bacterial 
fertiliser  which  he  has  introduced,  and  practical  experi- 
ments with  it  for  horticultural  and  agricultural  purposes 
are  being  carried  on  at  various  institutions,  but  no  results 
have  been  obtained  which  demonstrate  its  utility  for  agri- 
cultural purposes  on  a  field  scale  and  on  a  commercial  basis. 
[Sir  Malcolm  Morris  presided  at  a  meeting  in  King's 
College.  London,  on  October  18,  at  which  Professor  Bottom- 
ley  delivered  a  concluding  lecture  on  his  fertilised  peat,  or 
humogen.  Referring  to  Mr.  Acland's  statement  as  to  ex- 
periments on  a  field  scale  and  on  a  commercial  basis,  the 
professor  said  that  experiments  had  been  made  on  a  farm 
which  showed  that  one  ton  of  bacterised  peat  had  produced 
41  per  cent,  more  potatoes,  26  per  cent,  more  turnips,  43  per 
cent,  more  beet,  46  per  cent,  more  onions,  and  28  per  cent, 
more  carrots  than  80  tons  of  farm  dung  from  the  same  soiL 
He  also  told  how  a  professor  from  the  German  Agricultural 
Department  had  tried  to  get  the  secret  from  him  in  July 
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of  last  year,  and  that  ho  had  received  an  offer  for  his 
rights  from  a  proposed  company,  but.  he  had  refused  the 
suggested  l.OOOf.  a  year  and  33.000/.  in  shares.— Editor 
C.  &  23.] 

Additional  Medicine-duties. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  October  19,  the 
Committee  stage  of  the  Finance  (No.  3)  Bill  was  entered 
upon,  and  when  Clause  11,  dealing  with  increased  medi- 
cine-duties (see  C.  d-  V.,  October  16.  p.  46),  was  reached 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  made  the  following  speech: 

This  is  the  clause  which  imposes  the  additional  duties  on  medi- 
cines. The  present  duties  are  raised  according  to  a  scale  of 
values,  and  the  Amendment  which  I  had  put  upon  the  Paper  was 
one  which  sought  to  modify  the  existing  scale  of  values.  I  do 
not  propose  to  move  it,  because  I  realise  it  is  a  technical  subject 
and  one  which,  if  the  case  is  to  be  made  good  in  the  Com- 
mittee, would  mean  a  great  deal  of  detail.  1  do  not  think  at 
this  time  I  should  be  justified  iu  taking  up  the  time  of  the 
Committee  with  such  a  matter,  especially  because  if  I  made  a 
case  in  the  Committee  I  should  have  to  'convince  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer.  I  gather  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
at  present  is  not  convinced,  but  I  think  that  may  be  because 
he  has  not  had,  as  I  have,  an  opportunity  of  hearing  what  those 
who  propose  these  modifications  have  to  "say  in  support  of  them 
I  believe  he  is  willing,  without  making  any  promise  at  all  that 
lie  is  prepared  to  accept  these  proposals  or  any  modifications  of 
them,  to  see  those  who  make  the  proposals  and  hear  what  they 
have  to  say  in  support  of  them  between  now  and  the  Eeport 
stage.  I  feel  that  is  by  far  the  most  convenient  way,  and  1  am 
quite  sure  the  course  that  I  have  taken  will  not  at  all  prejudice 
the  consideration  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  or  the 
arguments  which  are  to  be  put  forward  by  them  in  support  of 
these  proposals.  If  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  not  to  be 
convinced,  I  am  quite  certain  that  those  who  put  them  forward 
will  not  wish  to  carry  them  any  further.  They  believe  that  if 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  gives  that  which  I  understand 
he  is  prepared  to  give — namely,  consideration  between  now  and 
the  Eeport  stage — they  will  convert  him  to  this  proposal  or  some 
modification  of  it. 

Mr.  Lough  next  spoke  on  behalf  of  retailers  who  might 
have  in  stock  medicines  stamped  as  before  October  20, 
particularly  objecting  to  them  being  subjected  to  the  20/. 
penalty.  He  wished  to  avoid  this  by  dropping  Sub- 
section (2),  but  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Lough 
was  wrong  in  his  deductions.  Mr.  Rawlinson  followed, 
remarking,  "  I  understand  that  plasters  and  small  things 
which  at  present  pay  lgrf.  are  to  be  increased  to  3</.  Will 
not  the  first  effect  of  that  be  that  the  sale  will  be  less, 
and,  secondly,  that  these  people  will  avoid  paying  any 
duty  altogether  by  doing  what  is  not  difficult  to  imagine 
them  doing — namely,  making  the  article  no  longer  come 
under  the  Act.  Although  the  article  may  be  well  known, 
it  may  be  altered  from  'Somebody's  plaster'  to  a  'plaster 
manufactured  by  So-and-so.'  "  He  was  answered  by  Mr. 
McKenna  that  the  Bill  would  not  be  passed  on  October  20. 
Then  Mr.  R.  McNeill  wanted  an  assurance  that  the  Bill 
merely  increased  an  existing  tax  and  brought  in  nothing 
new.  .  Mr.  Montagu  gave  him  that,  and  replied  to  his 
hon.  friend  (Mr.  Glyn-Jones)  and  other  speakers,  with 
the  result  that  the  clause  was  put  and  agreed  to. 

We  understand  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  will,  between  now 
and  the  Report  stage  of  the  Bill,  have  a  consultation 
with  the  authorities  regarding  his  amendment  (C.  <£  D., 
October  16,  p.  46).

direct.  Formal  opposition  should  not  be  lodged  until  after 
notice  has  been  given  by  letter  to  the  applicant  for  registra- 
tion, so  as  to  afford  him  an  opportunity  of  withdrawing  his 
mark  before  the  expense  of  preparing  the  notice  of  opposition 
is  incurred.

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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Conference 

will  have  met,  and  its  decision  will  probably 
be  known,  before  this  note  appears.  Whatever  that 
decision  may  be,  it  will  not  satisfy  everybody;  indeed, 
I  suspect  that  a  good  many  men  could  not,  if  put  to  it, 
say  definitely  what  would  satisfy  them.  Certainly  they 
who  have  made  up  their  minds  beforehand  that  the 
Conference  will  not  do  it  are  likely  to  prove  true  prophets 
so  far  as  they  are  themselves  concerned.  The  new  pro- 
posals have  been  discussed  in  some  quarters  as  if  it  had 
been  expected  that  in  one  way  or  other  they  would 
increase  our  remuneration  beyond  what  was  intended 
under  the  old  scheme,  but  this  is  an  entire  mistake. 
They  will  not  add  a  penny  to  the  fund  available  for 
Medical  Benefit,  and  they  are  not  intended  to  encroach 
on  the  sum  allocated  to  the  doctors.  What  they  are 
meant  to  do  is  to  relieve  us  of  the  liability  of  being 
discounted,  and  of  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  worry 
connected  therewith,  and  for  this  relief  we  are  frankly 
warned  that  we  must  pay.  There  is  a  general  consent 
(1)  that  the  discounting  is  intolerable,  and  (2)  that  apart 
from  that  the  old  agreement  would  have  been  acceptable 
enough.  We  must  not  expect — for  we  certainly  shall 
not  get — anything  better.  The  Conference  consists  for 
the  most  part  of  practical  and  competent  men  of  business, 
and  they  are  fully  aware  of  these  facts.  Their  decision 
as  to  the  price  we  may  reasonably  agree  to  pay  for  the 
relief  offered  us  may  or  may  not  be  acceptable,  and  it  is 
not  necessarily  final,  but  the  fact  that  a  price  will  have 
to  be  paid  must  be  faced.  This  is  the  only  basis  on 
which  intelligent  criticism  of  the  decision  can  be  offered. 
The  doctors,  meanwhile,  are  making  up  their  minds  to 
refuse  the  new  terms,  and  as  the  issue  really  lies  with 
them  we  are  probably  disquieting  ourselves  in  vain. 

The  Result  of  the  Inquiry  at  Hull 

will  tend  to  establish 
rather  than  to  shake  public  confidence  in  the  work  of 
pharmacists  under  the  Insurance  Act.  The  seven  com- 
plaints covered  a  period  of  two  years,  and  they  were 
pressed  with,  an  animus,  not  to  say  a  virulence,  which 
called  forth  a  strong  rebuke  from  the  Commissioners; 
yet  five  of  them  were  dismissed  as  trivial,  one  was 
adjudged  to  be  due  to  nothing  worse  than  an  error  of 
judgment,  and  no  evidence  whatever  was  offered  in  sup- 
port of  the  remaining  one,  which,  had  it  been  esta- 
blished, would  have  been  of  more  serious  import  than 
all  the  rest  put  together.  This  unsupported  charge, 
again,  was  severely  condemned  by  the  Commissioners. 
Not  Taylor's  Drug  Co.  alone,  but  pharmacists  as 
a  body,  may  be  congratulated  on  such  an  inquiry  with 
such  a  result.  One  error  of  judgment,  and  nothing  more 
serious,  in  two  years'  work  in  four  different  shops, 
selected,  apparently,  as  the  likeliest  to  prove  a  general 
charge!  The  record  is  an  honourable  one,  especially  in 
view  of  the  thorough  and  careful  character  of  the  Com- 
missioners' examination  of  the  charges.  The  report 
warns  us  not  to  expect  leniency  of  judgment  where  there 
is  real  occasion  for  complaint,  and  upholds  a  standard 
of  conduct  commensurate  with  "the  skilled,  responsible, 
and  honourable  services  "  required  of  us.  Above  all, 
it  is  a  reminder  that  constant,  unremitting  carefulness  is 
necessary  even  in  the  minutest  details  of  our  work,  and 


that  in  no  case  ought  a  doubtful  prescription  to  be  dis- 
pensed without  reference  to  the  prescriber.  Saddle  the 
doctor  with  his  own  blunders. 

The  "Moral" 

of  Mr.  P.  Lcuthard  Thornton's  article  on 
British  chemical  industry  scarcely  needs  drawing;  it 
shouts  at  us  from  every  line.  It  is  incontestable  that, 
whatever  may  be  said  of  British  science,  British  industry 
has  been  lacking  both  in  enterprise  and  in  method;  we 
have  been  content  to  sow  and  let  others  reap,  and  from 
Mr.  Thornton's  point  of  view  our  science  has  in  conse- 
quence failed  of  its  reward.  There  is,  however,  another 
point  of  view.  I  quoted  some  months  since  a  toast  once 
proposed  by  a  great  scientist  to  a  company  of  his  fellows  : 
"  Science ;  and  may  it  never  do  a  ha'porth  of  good  to 
anybody !  "  This  was  an  extreme  way  of  putting  a 
great  truth — the  truth  that  Mature  reveals  her  secrets 
most  willingly  to  those  who  seek  them  disinterestedlv. 
To  pursue  truth  for  its  own  sake  is  the  surest  way  to 
find  it,  and  all  the  greatest  discoveries  have  been  made 
by  men  who  sought  in  this  spirit.  M.  Paul  Appell  said 
recently  : 

"  Research,  if.  narrowly  specialised,  it  seeks  only  prac- 
tical efficiency,  leads  to  a  ruthless  material  civilisation,  a 
sort  of  scientific  barbarism." 

He  cited  Germany  as  an  example.  Mr.  Thornton  was 
speaking,  not  of  science,  but  of  the  utilisation  of  science, 
and  he  would  admit  that  the  fault  of  our  backwardness 
in  chemical  industry  lies  not  so  much  with  our  chemists 
as  with  our  masters  of  industry.  The  world  has  been 
said  to  owe  its  advance  equally  to  its  great  and  its  strong 
men ;  the  former  are  the  discoverers,  the  latter  the 
exploiters  of  discovery.  We  have  excelled  in  the  one, 
but  not  in  the  other.  We  may  be  proud  of  the  fact— it 
is  the  nobler  ambition  of  the  two;  but  this  ought  we  to 
have  done,  and  not  to  have  left  the  other  undone. 

"  Incurring  a  Dead  Loss 

and  waiting  patiently  for  practical 
results  "  is  not  the  British  way.  In  some  things  we 
can  take  long  views,  content  to  wait  for  the  ripening 
of  the  fruit,  but  there  is  no  use  in  anyone  denying  that 
the  launclung-out  in  capital  expenditure  in  risky  adven- 
tures with  only  a  very  problematical  return  is  not  our 
way  of  doing  business.  Napoleon  called  us  a  nation  of 
shopkeepers,  and  if  the  remark  was  true  a  century  ago 
it  is  no  less  true  now,  and  there  is  only  one  way,  in 
my  opinion,  by  which  the  British  nature  can  be  radically 
changed.  Why  is  it  that  we  are  so  stolid  and  unimagina- 
tive? Simply  because  success  has  made  us  lethargic  and 
ultra-confident  in  our  powers.  For  more  than  three  cen- 
turies we  have  not  once  known  what  failure  meant,  for 
the  loss  of  our  American  colonies  was  the  triumph  of  our 
own  sons  and  daughters,  and  in  no  sense  a  racial  failure. 
Our  enterprises  have  succeeded  all  over  the  world. 
Money  has  rolled  in  upon  us  till  the  national  income 
exceeds  the  dreams  of  avarice. 

The  Stoppage  of  Coca-cultivation 

is  a  sign  of  the  times,  and 
the  action  of  the  Ceylon  Government  will  be  regarded 
with  great  satisfaction  by  all  social  reformers.  There 
seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the  stringent  legislation 
against  the  sale  of  cocaine  in  some  parts  of  the  world  has 
led  to  the  cultivation  of  coca-leaves  being  the  unprofit- 
able undertaking  which  your  paragraph  shows  it  to  be. 
From  what  I  am  told  by  American  friends,  we  in  this 
country  have  no  conception  of  the  ravages  (produced 
by  the  cocaine-habit,  which  is  even  worse  than  the  mor- 
phine-mania sometimes  seen  with  us.  I  do  not  think 
we  are  likely  to  come  to  that  pass  when  it  will  be 
regarded  as  a  criminal  act  to  send  morphine  or  cocaine 
by  post,  as  it  is  now  in  the  United  States,  for  my  own 
experience  is  that  the  evil  is  decreasing  rather'  than 
increasing,  one  reason  being  that  our  national  intoxicant 
in  this  country  is  so  easily  obtained  that  the  great 
majority  of  pecole  who  crave  for  excitement  and  stimu- 
lants are  likely  to  continue  the  alcohol-habit.

Editorial  Articles. 


A  Week  of  Crises. 

As  we  write  the  Local  Associations  Conference  is  still 
in  session,  so  that  the  final  decision  in  regard,  to  next 
year's  contracts'  for  Insurance  dispensing  in  England  and 
Wales  is  reported  on  p.  40.  The  decision  in  Scotland 
is  not  final,  for,  although  the  meeting  of  chemists  in 
Edinburgh  on  October  15  was  emphatic,  room  for  negotia- 
tion was  left,  and  the  responsible  Minister  (Mr.  Charles 


Roberts)  invited  representatives  to  come  to  London  to 
discuss  the  matter  with  him.  This  they  did  on  Wednes- 
day morning  and  evening,  with,  we  understand,  a  favour- 
able result  on  the  second  asking,  in  so  far  as  he  showed 
himself  to  be  open  to  conviction,  and  promised  to  look 
carefully  into  the  figures  which  the  deputation  submitted. 
Something  the  same  was  the  residt  of  Thursday's  deputa- 
tion from  the  Conference  to  Mr.  Roberts.  This  was 
headed  by  the  President  of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  the  mandate  of  the  deputation  was  contained  in  the 
first  five  resolutions  passed  by  tho  Conference  on  Wednes- 
day (this  issue,  p.  39),  supplemented  by  an  instruction 
that  dispensing  chemists  in  England  and  Wales  will  sign 
on  for  six  months  in  order  that  it  may  be  determined 
by  careful  inquiry  if  0.8c?.  per  prescription  is  a  fair 
establishment  charge.  Our  readers  will  see  for  them- 
selves from  the  statement  on  p.  40  that  neither  the 
Executive  nor  the  Conference  is  prepared  to  advise  going 
off  the  panel.  We  had  the  privilege  of  being  present  at 
the  Conference.  Sometimes  the  atmosphere  of  a  meeting 
is  more  informative  than  what  is  spoken,  and  in  this  case 
there  was  a  clear  indication  that  the  delegates  were  in 
favour  of  a  trial  of  the  new  Tariff  on  the  conditions  laid 
down  by  the  Departmental  Committee,  subject  to  the 
consideration  of  the  establishment  charge.  It  is  under- 
stood that  medical  men  in  England  and  Wales'  are  willing 
to  take  over  the  dispensing,  and  are  opposed  to  the 
Departmental  Committee's  recommendations  so  far  as  they 
concern  payment  of  chemists,  but  the  Conference  did  not 
consider  this  on  Wednesday  as  a  factor  in  the  situation. 


Chloroform  and  Ether. 

We  mentioned  last  week,  p.  46,  that  the  proposed  dis- 
continuance of  the  Customs  duties  on  chloral  hydrate, 
chloroform,  and  ethers,  as  embodied  in  Clause  13  of  the 
Finance  Bill,  was  apparently  a  forerunner  to  the  larger 
production  of  these  articles  in  this  country.  We  had  in 
mind  the  ethyl  esters,  the  production  of  which  from 
duty-free  alcohol  might  conceivably  be  added  to  British 
chemical  industry.  A  condition  precedent  to  an  internal 
revenue  change  of  this  nature,  especially  at  this  time, 
when  the  Government  is  faced  with  a  small  but  strong 
free-trade  minority,  is  removal  of  import-duties,  and 
that  is  what  was  proposed  in  Clause  13.  It  was  not, 
however,  realised  that  home  manufacturers  of  chloroform, 
ethyl  chloride,  and  sulphuric  ether  would  be  knocked 
out  of  the  market  in  the  event  of  the  proposal  being 
enacted.  Steps  were  therefore  taken  at  once  by  Mr. 
Donald  Mackenzie  (T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.)  to  bring  the 
manufacturers  together,  and  a  meeting  was  held  in  his 
company's  London  office  on  Monday,  at  which  most  of 
the  manufacturers  were  represented,  Mr.  D.  Lloyd 
Howard  presiding.  A  line  of  action  was  agreed  to,  which 
was  simply  to  ask  the  Government  to  withdraw  Clause  13. 
Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  saw  the  Customs  authorities  the  same 
day,  explained  the  whole  position,  and  obtained  assur- 
ance that  they  are  not  at  all  hostile  to  chloroform  and 
ether  manufacturers,  but  the  contrary.  Dr.  J.  L.  Ewing 
(Duncan,  Elockhart  &  Co.)  spent  the  greater  part  of 
Tuesday  in  the  lobby  of  the  House  of  Commons  inter- 
viewing members  and  Ministers.  In  the  course  of  the 
day  we  learnt  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  proceed  with  the  clause,  having  regard  to  the 
disabilities  it  might  place  upon  these  manufacturers, 
especially  at  the  end  of  the  war  when  our  markets  are 
again  open  to  German  manufacturers.  The  latter  would 
then  be  in  a  position  to  undersell  British  manufacturers 
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because  their  raw  material  (ethyl  alcohol)  is  always  ap- 
proximately 30  per  cent,  cheaper  than  the  British  owing 
to  our  fiscal  conditions  increasing  the  cost  of  production 
here.  When  the  clause  was  reached  in  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons  shortly  after  midnight  of  Wed- 
nesday's sitting,  it  was  passed  over;  that  is  to  say,  no 
mention  was  made  of  it,  nor  is  it  referred  to  in  the 
■"Proceedings."  The  chloroform  and  ether  manufac- 
turers had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Montagu,  Financial 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  at  eleven  o'clock  on  Thursday 
forenoon,  to  discuss  the  whole  matter.  It  was  then 
stated  that  the  clause  has  been  shelved  for  two  or  three 
weeks,  and  Mr.  Montagu  promised  that  he  would  let  the 
deputation  know  by  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  what  the 
Government  will  do  in  the  matter.  We  have  been  in- 
formed that  the  Insurance  Commissioners  are  interested 
in  the  subject,  but  we  have  difficulty  in  believing  that 
for  the  sake  of  the  few  pounds  a  year  that  might  be 
saved  on  chloroform  and  ether  they  (or  any  other  Govern- 
ment Department)  would  be  parties  to  the  wrecking  of  an 
important  though  comparatively  small  British  industry. 


September  Overseas  Trade. 

We  dealt  briefly  last  week  with  the  Board  of  Trade 
Returns,  and  we  now  find  that  of  the  total  increase  in 
imports  last  month  ten  millions  sterling  was  under  the 
heading  of  food,  drink,  and  tobacco,  5,500,000/. 
under  raw  materials,  and  9,500,000/.  under  manu- 
factured goods.  Meat,  sugar,  and  tea  account  for  the 
large  increases  in  foodstuffs,  but  the  rise  in  prices 
has  played  a  large  part  in  swelling  the  totals. 
In  raw  materials  there  is  a  decline  of  416,256/. 
in  oil-seeds,  oils,  fats,  gums,  etc.,  largely  due  to  a  decline 
in  linseed,  cotton  and  rape  seeds,  tallow,  and  petroleum. 
Of  nuts  and  kernels  for  expressing  oils  our  imports  con- 
tinue to  increase ;  those  for  the  nine  months  ended 
September  1915  being  347,565  tons,  against  92,746  tons 
for  the  corresponding  period  of  1914.  Among  manu- 
factured goods  the  largest  increases  are  in  iron  and 
steel — over  a  million  each.  Chemicals  and  the  like  are 
1,070,000?.  more  at  1,730,069/.,  this  increase  being  of  an 
all-round  character,  but  especially  applying  to  miscel- 
laneous chemicals  and  unenumerated  drugs,  which  were  up 
by  413,663/.  and  121,800/.  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1914.  The  figures  indicate  that  we  are 
receiving  larger  general  supplies  of  tanning-substances, 
dyestuffs  (with  the  exception  of  synthetic  dyes),  drugs, 
medicines,  and  industrial  chemicals.  So  far  this  year 
■we  have  imported  13,560,882/.  worth  of  such  materials, 
which  is  4,352,262/.  more  than  the  corresponding  figures 
of  1914.  We  have  largely  increased  our  imports  of  crude 
glycerin,  saltpetre,  commercial  acetic  acid,  brimstone, 
quinine,  etc.  We  give  a  selection  of  the  items,  the 
figures  representing  the  nine  months'  imports  ended 
September  :

In  exports  during  September  there  was  an  advance  of 
almost  a  million  in  coal,  though  the  total  was  well  below 
the  level  of  1913,  while  in  manufactured  articles  the 
principal  increases  were  in  iron  and  steel,  780,000/., 
"other  metals  and  manufactures,"  213,000/.,  cotton 
textiles  1,263,000/.,  woollen  goods  971,000/.,  and  chemicals 


509,000/.,  the  last  being  valued  at  1,744,462/.  for  the 
month.  Of  oil-seeds,  fats,  and  the  like  we  shipped  abroad 
last  month  342.877/.  worth,  or  141,340/.  more  than  the 
corresponding  period  of  1914,  and  for  the  nine  months 
ended  September  1915  the  figures  were  :

The  Netherlands  so  far  this  year  have  had  35,828  tons 
of  seed-oils  from  us,  compared  with  a  mere  1,352  tons  in 
1914,  the  values  respectively  being  1,058,102/.  and 
35,399/.  No  doubC  the  Netherlands  Oversea  Trust  has 
a  watchful  eye  on  these  imports,  as  they  only  leave  the 
United  Kingdom  under  licence.  We  do  not  doubt  the 
British  exporters  made  a  handsome  profit.  We  notice 
that  a  further  Proclamation  has  been  issued  dealing  with 
exports  to  the  Netherlands,  under  which  free  exports  are 
now  reduced  to  very  narrow  limits,  which  looks  as  if 
John  Bull  had  given  the  handle  another  turn.  Our 
chemical  industries  appear  to  be  as  active  as  ever ;  the 
increased  values  are  partly  due  to  the  advance  in  market 
prices,  but  the  quantities  are  more  in  many  instances, 
some  of  the  leading  items  being  :

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Testing  for  Poisoned  Water. 

By  John  Parry,  Kimberley, 
Member  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board  and  of  the  South 
African  Association  of  Analytical  Chemists. 


DURING  September  1914,  while  the  Union  Government 
was  occupied  in  dealing  with  the  rebellion  as  well 
as  preparing  for  the  German  South- West  Africa  cam- 
paign, various  voluntary  units  were  being  formed  in  all 
the  chief  centres  of  the  Union  for  service  wherever  they 
might  be  needed.  In  this  particular  centre— Kimberley— 
among  other  bodies  an  Engineering  Corps  was  organised, 
under  the  charge  of  Captain  Langley,  one  of  the  Govern- 
ment Inspectors  of  Mines.  Owing  to  the  closing-down 
of  the  De  Beers  Mines,  many  exceptionally  skilled  men 
were  available  for  this  corps,  and  readily  responded 
to  the  call  for  their  services.  Other  men,  not  con- 
nected with  De  Beers,  with  technical  knowledge,  also 
volunteered  for  the  corps,  among  them  Mr.  G.  C.  King, 
an  assistant  of  Heynes  Mathew,  Ltd.  Ominous 
reports  were  already  current  that  the  Germans  were 
poisoning  wells  at  some  of  the  small  outposts  which 
they  deemed  unsuitable  to  defend.  As  the  supply  of 
water  on  several  of  the  lines  of  march  was  extremely- 
precarious,  such  a  method  of  impeding  the  progress  of 
the  Union  Forces  offered  a  tempting  opportunity  to  (the 
Germans  to  render  unsafe  all  supplies  of  water  they 
could  manipulate.  To  prepare  for  this,  Captain  Langley 
requested  Heynes  Mathew,  Ltd.,  to  tabulate  some  tests 
which  could  easily  be  carried  out  on  the  field,  as  it  would 
be  necessary  to  examine  every  supply  of  water  before  the 
troops  were  permitted  to  drink  it.  The  series  described 
below  was  accordingly  arranged,  and  they  proved  to  be 
all  that  was  necessary. 

The  number  of  poisons  to  be  looked  for  may  seem 
needlessly  comprehensive,  arsenic,  in  the  form  of  sheep- 
dip,  being  obviously  the  one  most  likely  to  be  employed, 
seeing  its  very  wide  application  over  the  whole  of  South 
Africa.  No  tests  for  other  sheep-dips  or  carbolic  disin- 
fectants were  prepared,  though  these  were  largely  used, 
as  their  presence  in  water  would  be  easily 
recognised  by  other  than  chemical  methods.  The 
Sims-Woodhea'd  method  of  sterilising  water  (6\  <L-  D., 
September  26,  1914,  p.  74)  was  found  to  be  of  the  utmost 
importance,  for  many  rumours  existed  that  wells  had 
been  deliberately  inoculated  with  specific  pathogenic 
organisms.  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  supplies 
was  out  of  the  question,  as  the  processes  are  too  elaborate 
and  involve  too  much  delay  to  be  of  service  for  troops  on 
the  march.  As  the  chlorine  process  is  so  effective  and 
rapid  (water  being  rendered  practically  sterile  in  twenty- 
minutes),  it  was  recommended  that  all  waters  be  treated 
by  this  method,  whether  susoicious  or  not.  Mr.  G.  C. 
King  was  deputed  by  Captain  Langley  to  undertake  this 
special  work  when  on  active  service,  and  he,  after  a  fort- 
night's intermittent  coaching  in  the  laboratory,  was  able 
to°issue  a.  report  in  thirty  minutes. 

Simple  Tests  for  Rapidly  Detecting  Certain  Pcisons  in 
Drinking-water. 
1.  Cyanides. 

Reagents  required  : 

Ferrous  sulphate  in  crystals  (5-per-ccnt.  solution  made  as 
required). 

Ferric  chloride  in  solution  (dilute  1  in  10  as  required). 
Caustic  potash   in  sticks   (5-per-cent.   solution  made  as 
required). 

Hydrochloric  acid,  pure. 

Starch  solution  for  making  iodide  of  starch. 
Dilute  sulphuric  acid. 
Procedure  : 

Take  two  test-tubes  :  in  one  place  two  teaspoonfuls  of  water 
known  to  be  good;  in  the  other  tin-  same  quantity  nf  suspected 
water.  Into  each  pour  a  few  drops  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and 
then  a  few  drops  .of  the  5-peT-cent.  solution  of  the  ferrous 
sulphate,  freshly  made,  a  few  drops  of  the  ferric-chloride  solution, 
and  then  sufficient  solution  of  caustic  potash  to  cause  a  distinct 
precipitate.  Note  colour  of  the  precipitate,  and  then  ndd  excess 
of  strong  hydrochloric  acid.  In  the  first  test-tube  the  precipitate 
should  dissolve  completely,  leaving  a  clear  yellow  solution.  If 
the  second  tube  has  a  deep-blue  colour  and  a  blue  precipitate 
a  dangerous  quantity  of  cyanide  is  present.  If  there  be  no 
precipitate,  and  the  solution  is  green,  cyanide  is  present  in  a 
email    amount,    but  it    will  be  quite  sufficient   to  condemn  the 


water.  This  test  will  detect  1  part  of  cyanide  in  10,000  yarts 
of  water,  or,  roughly,  §  grain  in  a  pint.  If  this  test  fails  to 
show  cyanide  the  following  one,  carefully  carried  out,  will 
reveal  ,\  grain  to  a  pint.  Make  a  solution  of  iodide  of  starch 
by  adding  one  drop  of  tincture  of  iodine  to  half  a  test-tube  of 
w'ater,  then  a  drop  or  two  of  cold  freshly  made  starch  solution. 
From  this  make  a  slightly  tinted  blue  solution;  divide  into  two 
portions ;  to  one  add  an  equal  quantity  of  the  suspected  water, 
and  to  both  three  or  four  drops  of  diluted  sulphuric  acid,  and 
allow  to  stand  ten  minutes.  If  the  blue  tint  remains  in  both 
tubes  after  that  time  the  water  is  free  from  cyanide.  If  the 
colour  bo  discharged  from  the  sample  under  test,  then  the 
water  is  suspicious.  As  other  substances  discharge  the  blue 
colour  besides  hydrocyanic  acid,  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order 
that  this  test  may  not  be  deceptive,  to  concentrate  a  pint  of  the 
suspicious  water  down  to  an  ounce  by  boiling,  adding  at  the 
start  a  few  grains  of  caustic  potash.  The  evaporation  should 
be  conducted  in  a  perfectly  clean  vessel,  preferably  glass.  The 
concentrated  solution  should  then  be  tested  by  first  method, 
when  the  appearance  of  a  blue  or  green  solution  will  confirm  the 
presence  of  cyanide.    Such  a  water  must  be  condemned. 

2.  Poisonous  Alkaloids :  Strychnine,  etc. 
Reagents  required  : 

Solution  potassio-bismuth  iodid©  (No.  1). 
Solution  of  phospho-tungstic  acid  (No.  2). 
Dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 
Procedure  : 

Take  four  test-tubes.  Nearly  fill  two  of  them  with  the 
suspected  water,  and  the  other  two  with  water  known  to  be 
good.  Add  to  all  four  five  or  six  drops  of  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid.  Then  add  five  drops  of  No.  1  reagent  to  a  sample  of  the 
suspected  water,  and  five  drops  of  No.  2  to  the  other.  Treat 
the  check  samples  in  the  same  way.  If  No.  1  reagent  produces 
only  a  lemon-yellow  colour,  and  No.  2  reagent  no  effect  at  all, 
as  will  be  the  case  in  the  good  samples,  then  the  water  may 
bo  considered  free  from  poisonous  alkaloids.  Should  the  first 
sample  of  suspected  water  show  an  orange-red  cloudiness  or 
precipitate,  and  the  second  sample  a  white  cloudiness  or  precipi- 
tate, the  water  is  unsafe,  and  is  to  be  condemned. 

3.  Arsenic. 

Materials  and  reagents  required  : 

Strong  hydrochloric  acid. 

Pure  granulated  zinc  (arsenic-free). 

White  filter-paper   saturated   with  solution   of  mercuric 
chloride,  and  dried  (test-paper). 
Procedure  : 

To  a  test-tube  one-third  filled  T/ith  suspected  water  ndd  a 
small  piece  of  the  zinc,  then  about  a  drachm  of  the  strong 
hydrochloric  acid,  and  cover  the  mouth  of  the  tube  at  once  with 
a  piece  of  the  test-paper.  Conduct  a  blank  test  at  the  same 
time  with  water  known  to  be  free  from  arsenic  to  cheek  the 
purity  of  the  reagents.  If  arsenic  be  present  an  orange  or 
yellow  colour  will  be  imparted  to  the  test-paper,  the  depth  of  We 
colour  and  rapidity  of  its  appearance  depending  on  the  quantity 
of  arsenic  present.  If  arsenic  be  present  the  water  is  unsafe. 
This  test  will  reveal  n'^  grain  in  a  pint  of  water,  or  1  part  in 
175,000  parts. 

4.  Mercury  Test.    (Corrosive  sublimate  or  cyanide  of 

mercury). 
Materials,  etc.,   required  : 

Pieces  of  copper  foil,  £  in.  square,  perfectly  clean  and 
bright. 

Diluto  hydrochloric  acid. 
Procedure  : 

Place  two  or  three  drops  of  the  suspected  water  on  a  piece 
of  copper  foil ;  add  one  drop  of  dilute  hydrochloric  neid,  nnd 
allow  to  remain  at  least  ten  minutes.  If  mercury  be  present  in 
any  dangerous  quantity  a  brilliant  white  metallic  deposit  will 
form  on  the  copper;  friction  after  removal  of  the  liquid  renders 
this  brighter.  This  test  will  reveal  so  minute  a  quantity  of 
mercury  as  one-tenth  grain  in  a  pint  of  water,  but  the  deposit 
will  not  be  so  brilliantly  white:  the  drops  will,  however,  become 
distinctly  milky  in  less  than  five  minutes. 

Sotr. — Some  silver  salts  also  produce  a  white  metallic  d"-" 
but  silver  is  hardly  likely  to  be  employed  for  poisoning-purposes. 
Arsenic  also  produces  a  stain  on  the  copper,  but  it  is  not  white, 
and  Test  No.  3  will  establish  whether  this  be  present. 

5.  Copper  Suits. 

Reagents  required  : 

1.  Tablets  of  hamiat oxylin  (one  quarter  of  a  tablet  in 
j  oz.  of  water  makes  the  reagent). 

2.  Crystals  of  ferroeyanide  of  potassium  (5-pcr-cent.  solu- 
tion mado  as  needed). 

3.  Dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 
Procedure  : 

Take  two  test-tubes.  Fill  one  two-thirds  full  with  pood  w*t"r. 
nnd  the  other  with  suspected  water:  to  each  add  twenty  drops 
of  the  freshly  prepared  hn?matoxylin  solution,  nnd  allow  to  vtand 
for  fifteen  minutes  or  longer.  If  both  solutions  remain  a 
purplish  brown,  copper  is  absent.  If  the  suspected  water  dceperfB 
in  colour  and  gradually  becomes  a  deep  blue,  copper  is  prob- 
ably present.  Iron  salts  give  almost  a  similar  reaction.  To 
distinguish  whether  the  colour  be  due  to  copper  or  iron,  take 
another  sample  of  suspected  water,  nnd  add  a  few  drons  of 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  then  five  or  ten  drops  of  fn-hlv 
prepared  ferrocynnidc-of-potusHum  solution.  If  u  copious  blue 
precipitate  is  produced,  much  iron  is  present.    If  the  precipitant 
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bo  maroon  coloured,  no  iron  but  much  copper  is  present.  If 
both  copper  and  iron  be  present  the  maroon  precipitate  of  copper 
will  be  obscured.  In  this  case-,  insert  the  polished  blade  of  a 
pocket-knife  in  the  water  after  adding  a  few  drops  of  the  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid  :  if  copper  be  present  a  deposit  will  quickly 
form  on  the  steel,  readily  recognised  by  the  colour.  If  only  minute 
quantities  of  copper  or  iron  be  present  the  solution  will  assume  a 
clear  blue-green  colour  with  iron,  while  with  copper  it  may  be  a 
reddish  brown,  or  if  very  dilute  may  show  no  colour  at  all. 
If  any  doubt,  concentrate  some  of  the  water  to  a  very  small 
bulk  and  apply  the  steel-blade  test.  Limit  of  above  test  is  J  grain 
of  copper  salt  to  a  pint. 

Mr.  King  was  a  sapper  in  the  "  G  "  Company,  Engi- 
neers' Corps,  attached  to  the  2nd  Battalion  Kimberley 
Regiment  in  the  South  African  Expeditionary  Forces, 
and  he  started  testing  the  water  on  arriving  at  Swakop- 
inund  on  January  15.  His  report  showed  arsenic  in  large 
quantities  to  be  present  in  the  local  wells.  Captain  F. 
Muller  has  since  testified  to  the  splendid  services  which 
Sapner  King  rendered  to  the  Union  Forces,  and  to  the 
accuracy  of  his  analytical  reports. 


Commissions. 

By  Business  Chemist  (17854'. 


The  word  i;  commission  "  as  we  hear  it  spoken  of  to-day 
savours  invariably  of  the  Army  or  Navy,  but  in  these  lines 
commission-business  is  alone  referred  to.  It  will  be  agreed 
that,  in  order  to  develop  a  business  in  pharmacy,  remunera- 
tion to  the  employes  is  'of  vital  importance. 

"  Live  and  let  live  "  must  be  the  motto.  It  is  usual  in 
pharmacy,  where  commission  is  recognised,  to  pay  on  indi- 
vidual sales  or,  in  some  cases,  on  the  annual  or  biennial 
profits.  The  object  of  my  observations  is  to  show  which 
commission  should  be  adopted  by  business-builders,  and 
why.  Firstly,  I  take  the  case  of  commission  on  individual 
articles.  The  temptation  to  push  unduly  is  the  first  mark 
against  this  method.  An  assistant  is  asked  for  a  certain 
article,  but,  having  a  near  or  far  substitute,  he  invariablv 
introduces  it.  in  the  hope  of  gaining  a  pecuniary  personal 
advantage — this,  be  it  said,  not  infrequently  at  the  direct 
expense  of  the  business-builder,  which  can  readily  be  under- 
stood if  an  assistant  must  make  his  salary  a  reasonable 
one.  Salesmanship  is  an  art  which  all  should  cultivate, 
but  the  true  salesman  will  never  turn  a  customer  away  -dis- 
satisfied. A  single  good  sale,  no  matter  of  what  present 
value,  will  never  make  a  profitable  transaction  unless  the 
customer  has  been  satisfied  so  that  his  or  her  patronage 
will  become  a  constant  factor.  Secondly,  where  there  are 
several  assistants  working  for  whatever  individual  commis- 
sions they  can  make  on  *  the  articles  sold,  there  is  keen 
competition  between  them,  and  such  customers  as  do  not 
buy  articles  carrying  that  commission  are  apt  to  be  hur- 
riedly and  unceremoniously  attended  to.  Instead  of  har- 
mony among  the  staff  there  invariably  are  petty  jealousies 
and  bickerings,  besides  such  undesirable  and  unprofitable 
conditions  as  neglected  stock,  shortages,  errors  in  ordering, 
neglected  accounts  and  invoices,  all  of  which  result  from  the 
eagerness  of  the  individual  to  make  up  his  salary.  As  an 
alternative,  the  general  pooling  of  commission  may  be  advo- 
cated, and  while  this  to  some  extent  is  better  than  indi- 
vidualism, it  frequently  results  in  imaginary  unfairness  to 
the  good  salesman.  Now,  as  all  members  are  necessary 
for  a  perfect  body,  so  also  are  all  kinds  of  assistants  neces- 
sary for  the  true  success  of  a  business.  A  clever  salesman 
loses  half  his  value  if  he  be  unmindful  or  careless  regarding 
stock.  Failure  to  enter  down  shortages  will  mean  the  loss 
of  another  sale.  A  quick  worker  likewise  drops  in  value 
when  his  rapidity  is  hastened  by  waste,  such  as  inaccurate 
measuring  and  weighing,  excessive  paper,  string,  etc.  Re- 
verso  these  observations  and  w^e  increase  the  net  value  of 
other  men.  _  A  less  clever  salesman  raises  his  value  propor- 
tionately_  with  the  care  bestowed  on  stock  and  his  attention 
to  enter  in  the  order-book  whatever  shortages  he  sees.  The 
slower  worker  likewise  increases  in  value  owing  to  his  care- 
fulness in  avoiding  waste,  and  so  on.  As  in  private  life, 
so  also  is  it  in  business,  that  our  "  wealth  consists  not  in 
what  we  make,  but  in  what  we  save."  How  then,  it  may 
be  asked,  can  an  employer  make  a  just  and  equitable  com- 
mission an  incentive  to  the  development  of  his  business? 
There  is  only  one  other  course  open,  and  one  which  has 
proved  itself  to  be  superior  in  every  sense,  and  it  is  to 
pay  employes  a  good  living  salary,  with  a  share  in  the 
annual  or  biennial  profits.  By  this  means  one  removes  all 
obstacles  to  the  building-up  of  a  good  business,  secures 
equal  attention  to  all  customers,  and  at  the  same  time  en- 
courages every  member  of  the  staff  to  increase  his  sales 
reasonably,  besides  securing  harmony  among  the  staff  and 
better  attention  to  the  details  of  the  business.    Too  often 


in  large  concerns  we  see  the  junior  members  of  the  ftaff 
paid  a  meagre  wage,  while  commission  at  a  high  figure  is 
held  out  as  a  bait.  In  justice  to  the  employe  this  should 
not  be,  and  it  is  an  unwise  policy  for  the  business  and  its 
proprietor.  When  assistants  and  all  other  employes  realise 
that  their  share  in  the  profits  depends  solely  upon  their 
punctuality,  diligence,  foresight,  and  economy,  then  50  per 
cent,  of  the  worry  is  rolled  off  the  shoulders  of  the  pro- 
prietor, thus  enabling  him  to  devote  his  time  nioro 
thoroughly  to  the  larger  and  more  commercial  concerns  of 
his  business.  What  we  want  to  aim  at  in  everyday  work 
is  a  feeling  of  personal  co-operation  between  employer  ant? 
employed,  and  to  remove  the  too  prevalent  idea  that  tho 
staff  are  mere  human  machines. 


Medical  Gleanings. 


Treatment  of  Onychia. 

Onychia,  or  ulceration  of  the  matrix  of  a  nail,  is  thus 
treated  by  Vos  Hugo  by  ionic  medication.  The  treat- 
ment consists  of  soaking  the  part  for  a  couple  of  hours 
by  means  of  a  pad  moistened  with  a  5-per-cent.  solution 
of  zinc  sulphate.  A  thread  of  lint  soaked  in  a  2-per-cent. 
solution  of  the  zinc  salt  is  gently  insinuated  within  the 
nail  fold,  and  a  pad,  zinc  terminal,  and  current  are  then 
applied  in  the  usual  way.  By  the  following  day  (in 
two  cases)  the  angry  skin  becomes  pale,  and  the  purulent 
discharge  gives  place  to  a  thin  sanious  fluid,  and  a  few 
days  later  recovery  is  complete.  In  a  more  severe  case, 
which  for  eighteen  months  had  involved  practically  the 
loss  of  the  use  of  the  hand,  two  applications  of  zinc  ions, 
separated  by  a  ten-days'  interval,  were  given.  The  dis- 
charge altered  in  character  after  the  first  application ; 
within  six  weeks  a  new  nail,  with  a  well-formed  lunula, 
had  taken  the  place  of  the  deformed  nail,  and  there  was 
no  further  trouble. — Archives  of  Roentgen  Hay. 

Depilatory  in  Surgery. 

Major  Alexander  Don.  F.R.CS.Edin. .  in  "The 
Lancet,"  recommends  the  following  procedure  to  surgeons 
working  at  the  Front  who  are  faced  with  the  problem  of 
how  to  clean  a  large  area  like  the  scalp  in  a  short  time. 
The  hair  is  first  cut  with  a  scissors  or  a  clipper,  and  is 
next  washed  to  loosen  the  clotted  hair.  The  depilatory, 
which  is  a  mixture  of  sodium  sulphide,  cold-water  ctarch, 
and  fine  unslaked  lime,  is  then  mixed  to  a  consistency  of 
thick  soup  and  is  immediately  well  rubbed  into  the  whole 
scalp.  In  seven  to  ten  minutes,  which  is  about  the  time 
it  takes  to  prepare  for  a  head  operation,  the  whole  can 
be  taken  off  with  the  back  of  a  spatula,  leaving  the  scalp 
quite  bare  and  with  no  cuts  such  as  often  result  after 
shaving.  No  further  cleaning  is  required,  but  the  opera- 
tion area  may  be  further  prepared  to  choice.  Such  a 
method  ensures  that  the  tiny  wound  of  entrance  of  a  rifle- 
bullet  will  not  be  overlooked,  as  often  happens  when 
shaving  the  area  of  exit  alone  is  resorted  to,  no  other 
injury  being  noticed  on  account  of  blood  or  hair  or  both. 
The  preparation,  it  is  added,  is  difficult  to  make  up  in 
such  a  way  as  to  ensure  its  keeping,  but  Major  Don  states 
that  he  has  always  been  able  to  get  it  from  Paterson  or 
Sons,  Aberdeen,  quickly  and  in  good  condition. 

Treatment  of  Intestinal  Parasites. 

According  to  "  The  Lancet,"  Professor  Giulio  Aleesan- 
drini,  Rome,  has  discovered  that  chloroform  is  a  panacea 
for  all  forms  of  parasitic  infection  whether  external  or 
internal.  Chloroform  offers  many  advantages  in  the 
treatment  of  intestinal  parasites,  since  it  kills  the  parent 
organisms  and  prevents  the  development  of  the  ova,  anc? 
thus  also  acts  as  a  prophylactic.  Combined  with  castor 
oil,  which  is  in  itself  an  excellent  purgative,  it  requires 
no  special  preparation  of  the  patient;  it  can  be  adminis- 
tered in  a  single  dose,  does  not  cause  any  local  or  general 
disturbance  either  immediate  or  subsequent,  and  is,  more- 
over, perfectly  well  tolerated  and  not  nauseous.  It  may 
be  given  in  quantities  of  3  to  4  grams,  dissolved  in 
olive  or  castor  oil,  in  a  single  dose,  and  is  thoroughly- 
efficacious  against  the  ankylostoma  as  well  as  against 
trichocephalus,  ascarides,  and  oxiurides.  The  same  drug- 
may  be  employed  as  an  efficient  remedy  against  cutaneous 
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parasites.  It  immediately  kills  the  adult  insects  and  pre- 
vents the  development  of  their  eggs.  Beyond  a  transient 
'burning  sensation  on  the  more  delicate  parts  of  the  skin 
it  causes  no  local  irritation,  but  rather  has  an  analgesic 
action  and  soothes  the  most  intense  pruritus.  It  is,  more- 
over, easy  of  application,  and  does  not  call  for  any  sub- 
sidiary preparation  of  the  patient,  such  as  hot  baths  and 
sterilisation  of  garments.  Professor  Alessandrini  advises 
the  use  of  20  to  30  per  cent,  chloroform  in  a  fatty  base.

Insurance  Drug  Tariff. 

The  Departmental  Committee's  Inquiry. 

THE  Minutes  of  Evidence  taken  by  the  Departmental 
Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Drug  Tariff 
under  the  National  Insurance  Acts  were  published  as 
Volume  II.  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Friday, 
October  15,  and  can  be  obtained  at  2s.,  <pLus  expenses, 
through  any  bookseller.  The  volume  extends  to  244 
pages,  including  six  pages  of  index. 

The  Committee  met  at  Wellington  House,  Buckingham 
Gate,  London,  S.W.,  on  eleven  days  beginning  on 
March  10,  1915,  the  eleventh  day  being  August  12.  Sir 
Rowland  Bailey  was  the  Chairman,  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Committee  were  Dr.  John  Adams,  Dr.  Alfred 
Cox,  Mr.  James  P.  Gilmour,  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  Mr. 
R.  V.  Vernon,  Mr.  S.  P.  Vivian,  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow- 
Woolcock,  with  Dr.  E.  W.  Adams  and  Mr.  James  Rao  as 
Joint  Secretaries.  (See  C.  <f>  D.,  September  18,  p.  41,  for 
further  particulars  regarding  these  gentlemen  and  the 
fourteen  witnesses  who  were  examined.)  The  minutes 
are  a  verbatim  report  of  their  evidence.  It  takes  about 
sixteen  hours  to  read  it  all  from  beginning  to  end.  We 
do  not  suppose  that  many  of  our  readers  would  like  to 
do  this,  therefore  we  have  preuared  the  following  digest, 
which  gives  a  fair  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  evidence 
upon  which  the  Committee's  Report  (printed  verbatim 
in  our  issue  of  September  18)  was  based.  That  Report 
is  the  thing  that  really  matters,  and  it  contains  prac- 
tically everything  upon  which  the  recommendations  of 
the  Committee  were  formulated. 

Mr.    J.   Rutherford   Hill,  Resident  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Scotland,  was  the  first  witness, 
and  attended  on  March  10  and  11.    Mr.   Hill's  evidence 
extends  to  forty-four  pages  of  the  volume,  and  includes  a 
Memorandum  dealing  with  (i.)  tho  principles  on  which  the 
Drug  Tariff  adopted  at  the  inception  of  Medical  Benefit 
was  based  ;  (ii.)  general  considerations  and  data  which  led 
to  the  adoption  of  these  principles;    and  (iii.)  departures 
from  the  original  principles  in  the  case  of  Tariffs  subse- 
quently adopted  in    Scotland  and  the   reasons   for  those 
departures.    Mr.  Hill's  examination  was  commenced  by  Dr. 
J.  F.  Tocher,  who  interrogated  him  on  tho  statements  of 
the   Memorandum  and  elicited   tho  fact  that,  from  data 
obtained   by  a  special  inquiry,   tho  averages  of  the  dis- 
pensing-fees   earned  by    Scottish    pharmacists    under  the 
Insurance  Act  vary  from  10(7.  to  Is.  3(7.  per  hour,  and  that 
the  idea  of  the   framers  of  tho   Tariff   was  to   have  a 
remuneration  of   2s.    per  hour   for  dispensing.    Dr.  Cox, 
Secretary  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  followed  with 
questions  as  to  alleged  discrepancies  in  the  Tariff  arising 
from  the  operation  of  tho  principle  of  a  higher  percentage 
of  profit  on  small  quantities,  the  minimum  halfpenny,  and 
the  rule  that  fractional  prices  are  to  be  charged  to  tho 
nearest  halfpenny  up  or  down.    Mr.  Hill  explained  (hat 
the  latter  rule  could  not  be  applied  in  determining  tJjo 
three  fixed  points  in  the  Tariff  (ounce,  drachm,  and  grain 
prices)  for  the  reason  that,  over  and  over  again,  a  drug 
would  bo  supplied  in  a  small  quantity  at  a  smaller  price 
than   at  the  ounce  rate.    Further  questions  by  Dr.  Cox 
related  to  the  adequacy  of  tho  2s.   allowance  to  provide 
proper  treatment.  Mr.   Hill's  opinion  on  this  point  being 
that  under   tho  Tariff   as  it  stands   tho  whole  situation 
can  bo  met  within  tho  2s.    Ho  further  believed  that  tho 
better  terms  which  Scottish  chemists  are  still  asking  from 
tho  Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners  can  easily  be  mot 
within  the  2s.    The  chief  part  of  Mr.  Hill's  examination, 
however,    came   from   Mr.    Vivian,   who    endeavoured  to 
elicit  that  Scottish  chemists  had  secured  additional  business 
through  the  operation  of   Medical  Benefit    in  respect  o£ 
(a)   persons  who  are  "  undor-the-povorty  line"    and  were 
previously   unable  to  pay  for  medicine,  and   (6)  persons 
who  formerly  obtained  medicine  on  club  terms  unremunera- 
tive  to  the  chemist.    Mr.  Hill,  however,   maintained  that 
such  additional  business  was  spread  over  the  mass  of  tho 
chemists,  and  that  the  final  result  was  a  small  addition  of 
unremunerative  business.    Mr.  Vivian  also  questioned  Mr. 
Hill  closely  on  tho  history  of  tho  Tariff  and  the  funda- 
mental principlo  involved,  tho  existence  of  which  ho  (Mr. 
Vivian)  ridiculed.    Mr.  Hill  strongly  defended  the  Tariff, 
and  contended   that  the  prices   and   dispensing-fees  were 
approximately  tho  rates  fixed  by  free  and  open  competition 
arid  the  prices    which,   in    practice,  were"  found    to  bo 
adequate  to  enable  the  work  to  be  done.    He  was,  however, 
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forced  to  admit  that  the  framers  of  the  Tariff  did  not 
have  in  their  minds  a  clear  perception  of  the  part  played 
by  what  Mr.  Vivian  called  "  establishment  charges.'  He 
produced  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Price-list  in  support  of 
the  dispensing-fees  that  had  been  fixed.  Mr.  Woo'cock 
followed  and  elicited  particulars  as  to  the  cost  of  qualifica- 
tion incurred  by  pharmacists,  the  remuneration  obtained 
by  qualified  assistants,  and  the  custom  of  the  trade  as  to 
the  purchase  of  drugs,  etc.,  from  wholesale  houses.  Mr. 
Gilmour  questioned  the  witness  as  to  the  difference  between 
ordinary  trade  dispensing-fees  and  Tariff  dispensing-fees, 
and  the  difference  between  ordinary  retail  prices  for  drugs 
and  Tariff  prices  for  drugs.  Mr.  Hill  was  able  to  submit 
to  the  Committee  valuable  data  on  these  points.  In  all 
Mr.  Hill  answered  957  questions,  and  at  the  conclusion 
of  his  -videnco  the  Chairman  expressed  the  thanks  and 
the  obligation  of  the  Committee  to  him  for  his  very 
valuable  evidence. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Lilley,  member  of  the  Leicester  Local  Medical 
and  Panel  Committee,  and  Dr.  P.  V.  Fry,  member  of  the 
West  Riding  Panel  Committee,  nominees  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  appeared  on  April  14  and  15  in 
support  of  a  Memorandum  submitted  to  the  Committee 
by  that  body.  The  Memorandum  dealt  chiefly  with  the 
apparent  anomalies  of  the  Tariff  and  suggestions  for  future 
Tariffs.  The  evidence  of  the  witnesses,  who  were  examined 
together,  extends  to  fifty-eight  pages  of  the  volume,  and 
includes  answers  to  1J60  questions.  Dr.  Lilley  was  first 
taken  through  the  statements  in  the  Memorandum  by  Mr. 
WiKilcock,  in  answer  to  whom  he  stated  the  British 
Medical  Association  were  led  to  take  up  the  question  of 
the  revision  of  the  Tariff  through  the  Panel  Committees, 
because  they  felt  that  there  was  no  clear  business  principle 
carried  out,  and  it  was  important  that  there  should  be. 
Medical  practitioners  had  had  some  difficulty  in  eliciting 
any  principles  in  the  Tariff.  In  particular  they  felt  that 
the  rule  of  carrying  fractions  to  the  nearest  halfpenny  or 
penny  up  or  down  had  not  been  adhered  to,  but  that 
fractions  had  always  been  carried  up  in  determining  the 
nrices  of  the  fixed  points  in  the  Tariff.  The  fact  that 
four,  three,  and  two  drachm^  quantities  had  been  put  in  the 
category  of  primary  quantities  by  including  them  in  the 
Tariff  for  1914  increased  the  anomalies  in  that,  had  the 
prices  of  these  quantities  been  interpreted  according  to 
the  1913  Tariff,  thev  would  have  been  subject  to  the 
fractional  rule.  By  including  them  in  the  1914  Tariff  the 
rule  of  fractions  working  up  was  adopted.  Dr.  Lilley  quite 
agreed  with  the  suggestion  of  the  chemists  that  there  should 
be  a  trade  profit  on  drugs  and  a  separate  professional  fee, 
but  the  Association  he  represented  desired  the  charge  for 
drugs  used  to  be  separated  out  from  any  reasonable  profit, 
and  to  be  separated  out  from  the  dispensing-fee  completely 
if  it  is  done  at  all.  One  of  the  suggestions  put  forward 
was  that  the  Tariff  prices  should  be  based  on  the  price 
quoted  by  an  agreed  wholesale  house,  the  prices  of  the 
lesser  quantities  to  be  calculated  from  the  primary  quantity 
arithmetically,  no  "special  consideration  clause"  being 
included;  and  an  agreed  percentage  of  trade  profit  fixed 
by  the  Committee  as  being  fair  should  be  added  to  the 
total  of  the  pharmacist's  account  for  drugs  supplied  apart 
from  dispensing-fees.  It  was  also  stated  that  the  medical 
profession  had  no  desire  that  a  chemist  should  lose  by  the 
operation  of  the  Insurance  Act,  and  that  a  practical  basis 
for  fixing  establishment  charges  would  be  obtained  by 
investigating  the  position  of  the  chemist's  business  before 
and  after  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Act.  Mr. 
Gilmour  followed  with  some"  questions  regarding  the 
Memorandum,  after  which  Dr.  Tocher  interrogated  the 
witnesses  m  regard  to  the  desirability  of  steps  being 
taken  to_  control  the  quantity  and  quality  of  drugs  supplied 
by  chemists  and  doctors  under  the  National  Insurance  Acts 
the  use  of  distilled  water  in  making  B.P.  preparations! 
and  the  question  of  profit  and  dispensing-fees.  Mr.  Vivian 
then  submitted  the  witnesses  to  a  long  and  interesting  ex- 
amination on  the  economic  side  of  the  question,  in  which 
appeared  the  germ  of  the  separate  charge  for  establishment 
expenses.  Dr.  Cox  and  Dr.  Adams  also  questioned  the 
witnesses  chiefly  with  a  view  to  bringing  out  the  attitude 
ot  the  medical  profession  in  regard  to  the  alleged  anomalies 
t  A°  TaTlff-  The  Chairman  thanked  Drs.  Lilley  and  Fry 
tor  their  interesting  evidence. 

„„D±':'  C'  AV-  Hogarth  and  Dr.  Frothinghaji  Roach,  repre- 
senting the  London  Panel  Committee,  were  called  and 
examined  on  April  28.  They  presented  a  Memorandum 
ot  evidence  prepared  by  that  Committee  (a  digest  of  this 
was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  April  24.  p.  114).  Their  evidence 
f\Z  v1'^.1;  Pa?es-  and  in  *H  297  questions  were  put  to 
niem.  Mr.  Gilmour  questioned  the  accuracy  of  some  of  the 
consJ^  ^tw  JHe  cli«ted  the  fact  that  the  witnesses 
considered  that  drugs   should  be   supplied   at  cost  price 


and  that  reasonable  remuneration  should  be  included  ir> 
the  dispensing-fees,  which  should  be  higher  than  at  present. 
They  had  no  desiro  to  cut  down  the  chemist's  profits;  they 
were  there  simply  to  rebut  the  allegation  that  the  deficiency 
in  the  Drug  Fund  is  due  principally  to  extravagant  pre- 
scribing by  the  doctors.  They  were  also  there  to  do  some- 
thing to  salve  "the  floating  sixpence."  They  were 
examined  at  somo  length  by  the  other  members  of  tho 
Committee,  chiefly  in  regard  to  tho  statements  in  tho 
Memorandum  of  the  Panel  Committee.  The  Chairman 
conveyed  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  to  the  witnesses. 

Mr.  J.  Denton,  chief  checker  to  the  West  Riding  Insur- 
ance Committee,  was  called  on  April  29.  He  submitted 
to  the  Committee  a  Memorandum  dealing  with  certain 
apparent  defects,  indirect  results,  and  contradictory  results 
which  he  had  observed  in  the  carrying-out  of  his  duties, 
as  checker.  His  evidence  extends  to  eighteen  pages  of  tho 
Report,  and,  in  all.  467  questions  were  put  to  him.  The 
most  serious  part  of  his  evidence  was  his  statement,  in 
answer  to  Mr.  Gilmour,  that  dispensing  under  the  Insur- 
ance Act  had  deteriorated.  Questioned  further,  he  stated 
that,  from  his  own  observation,  medicines  were  sometimes 
sent  out  in  bottles  which  had  not  been  washed,  dirty- 
corks  were  used,  and  half-a-dozen  labels  were  found  on 
the  same  bottle.  He  had  no  figures  relating  to  this,  but 
evidence  could  bo  produced.  In  answer  to  Dr.  Cox,  Ire- 
stated  that  the  inclination  of  the  chemist  to  carry  out  the- 
traditions  of  dispensing  is  there,  but  the  ability  to  carry- 
out  that  inclination  is  wanting  on  account  of  the  condi- 
tions under  which  ho  is  working.  He  suggested  that  the 
chemist  did  not  have  the  time  when  a  lot  of  dispensing- 
came  with  a  rush,  and,  further,  the  Tariff  made  no  allow- 
ance for  payment  for  such  duties.  This  witness  was 
strong  against  the  halfpenny  up  or  down. 

Dr.  V.  S.  Partridge,  who  represented  the  Panel  Medico- 
Political  Union,  was  called  and  examined  on  May  12.  He 
submitted  a  Memorandum  on  behalf  of  the  Union  and' 
answered  372  questions,  his  evidence  covering  fifteen  pages- 
of  the  Report.  This  was  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  suggest- 
ing that  drugs  should  be  charged  at  cost  price,  and  that 
all  articles  supplied  should  carry  a  dispensing-fee,  which 
should  include  establishment  charges  and  professional 
remuneration.  He  considered  the  anomalies  of  the  Tariff, 
particularly  the  minimum  halfpenny,  to  be  responsible  for 
the  excessive  drain  on  the  Drug  Fund,  and  submitted  that 
the  Drug  Fund  should  be  a  consolidated  fund  administered 
by  some  central  body — c.y.,  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 
Dr.  Partridge  was  thanked  by  the  Chairman. 

Dr.  John  Orr,  representing  the  Scottish  Committee  of 
the  British  Medical  Association,  was  examined  on  May  13. 
He  submitted  a  Memorandum  on  behalf  of  that  Committee, 
tho  chief  points  in  which  were  that  the  conditions  in  pre- 
scribing among  Scottish  doctors  are  entirely  different  com- 
pared with  English  and  Welsh  doctors,  and  that  a  different 
Tariff  should  be  set  up  in  Scotland.  Experience  showeoY 
that  1».  6(7.  is  ample  to  provide  adequate  medi- 
cinal treatment  to  insured  persons.  Suggestions  were  given 
as  to  a  Scottish  Tariff.  Dr.  Orr  was  examined  at  con- 
siderable length  by  the  members  of  the  Committee,  ancf 
answered  altogether  406  questions,  his  evidence  covering- 
sixteen  pages  of  the  Report.  The  Chairman  expressed  the 
obligation  of  the  Committee  to  the  witness  for  his  evidence. 

Mr.  G.  Shiach  Kitchin  (Glasgow)  attended  on  May  26> 
on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland).  He  submitted  a  Memorandum  on  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  Drug  Tariff  on  behalf  of  that  Committee,  and' 
his  evidence,  which  includes  answers  to  736  questions, 
extends  to  twenty-six  pages  of  the  Report.  Mr.  Kitchin- 
contended  that  the  Scottish  Tariff  is  on  a  commercial  basis. 
He  outlined  its  history,  and,  after  enumerating  the  special' 
circumstances  in  which  Scottish  dispensing  practice  differs 
from  English  and  Welsh,  submitted  that  the  Scottish  case 
should  be  separately  considered.  His  evidence  included 
valuable  business  data  derived  from  his  own  experience, 
and  he  was  very  positive  that  chemists  in  Scotland  have 
lost  by  Insurance  business,  chiefly  because  they  had  most 
of  the  dispensing  to  do  before  at  higher  rates.  Mr.  Vivian 
devoted  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  witness,  the- 
following  paragraph  of  Mr.  Kitchin's  Memorandum  being 
an  obstacle  to  his  questioner : 

Persistent  allegations  of  the  chemists'  alleged  enormous 
profits  are  neither  new  nor  limited  to  Insurance  Act  dis- 
pensing. Nearly  140  years  ago  a  famous  Scotchman.  Adam 
Smith,  chose  the  business  of  a  chemist  (in  those  days  in 
Scotland  called  an  apothecary)  to  illustrate  the  fallacy  of 
thinking  and  speaking  of  percentages  in  connection  with 
such  small  quantities  without  any  proper  regard  to  t he- 
oncost  charges.    He  said  : 
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"  Apothecaries'  profit  is  become  a  byword,  denoting  some- 
thing- uncommonly  extravagant.  This  great  apparent  profit,  how- 
ever, is  frequently  no  more  than  the  reasonable  wages  of  labour. 
The  skill  of  an  "apothecary  is  a  much  nicer  and  more  delicate 
matter  than  that,  of  any  artificer  whatever,  and  the  trust  which 
is  reposed  in  him  is  of  much  greater  importance.  He  is  the 
physician  of  the  poor  in  all  cases,  and  of  the  rich  when  the 
distress  or  danger  is  not  very  great.  His  reward,  therefore, 
ought  to  be  suitable  to  his  skill  and  his  trust,  and  it  arises 
generally  from  the  price  at  which  he  sells  his  drugs.  Bu\  the 
■whole  drugs  which  the  best  employed  apothecary  in  .a  large 
market  town  will  sell  in  a  year  may  not,  perhaps,  cost  him 
above  thirty  or  forty  pounds.  Though  he  should  sell  them, 
•.Therefore,  for  three  or  four  hundred,  or  at  a  thousand  percentage 
profit,  this  may  frequently  be  no  more  than  the  reasonable 
wages  of  his  labour  charged,  in  the  only  way  in  which  he 
can  charge  them,  upon  the  price  of  his  drugs.  The  greater 
part  of  the  apparent  profit  is  wages  disguised  in  the  garb 
of  profit."—"  Wealth  of  Nations,"  Chapter  x.,  Part  1,  page  87. 

The  questions  put  to  Mr.  Kitchin  by  some  members  of  the 
Committee  were  of  a  nature  which  one  would  expect  to 
conic  from  those  who  are  either  unfamiliar  with  or  not 
•expert  in  compounding  medical  prescriptions.  In  the  course 
of  this  it  appeared  that  Dr.  Cox  had  had  independent  tests 
made  by  medical  dispensers,  who  appear  to  have  done  the 
work  in  some  cases  much  quicker  than  the  ';  Square" 
men,  and  meticulous  explanations  followed.  The  whole  of 
•this  part  of  the  evidence  was  directed  to  show  that  a  flat- 
rate  dispensing-fee  would  be  iniquitous,  and  that  considera- 
tion must  be  given  to  each  form  of  medication. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  was 
called  and  examined  on  July  1.  He  was  questioned  in 
regard  to  a  Memorandum  from  a  Sub-Committee  consisting 
of  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  and  Dr.  Cox.  with  Dr.  Adams 
as  Secretary,  deputed  to  arrange  a  dispensing-test.  This 
dispensing-test  was  carried  out  in  one  of  the  dispensing 
laboratories  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  by  two  of  the  Society's  demonstrators  in  Phar- 
maceutics, to  whom  seventy-six  prescriptions  were  given 
to  dispense.  The  time  taken  in  dispensing  each  of  these 
was  given,  and  notes  on  each  class  of  preparations  were 
appended.  Mr.  Harrison  also  submitted  a  Memorandum 
on  the  extension  of  the  list  of  ready-made  preparations 
included  ^  in  the  Tariff.  Another  interesting  part  of  Mr. 
Harrison's  evidence  related  to  his  views  on  local  Formularies 
and  stock  mixtures.  In  all  he  answered  625  questions,  his 
•evidence  extending  to  twenty-seven  pages  of  the  Report, 
and  the  Committee  appeared  to  be  much  impressed. 

Messrs.  J.  W.  Deakin  (Northwich),  Leo  Joseph  (Cardiff), 
J.  Kirkpatrick  (London),  and  J.  H.  Nidd  (Manchester), 
nominated  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  were  called  and 
examined  on  the  "glorious  twelfth"  of  August.  Their 
evidence  extends  to  fifteen  pages  of  the  Report,  that  of 
Mr.  Deakin,  who  was  examined  first,  bulking  most  largely, 
but  the  evidence  of  all  deals  particularly  with  their  experi- 
ence, as  practical  pharmacists,  of  the  operation  of  the 
Tariff  and  the  displacement  of  profitable  business  by 
Insurance  Act  dispensing.  They  expressed  the  opinion  that 
a  Tariff  in  which  drugs  were  priced  at  cost  would  be  pre- 
ferable to_  the  present  system,  provided  adequate  remunera- 
tion _  is  given  for  establishment  charges  and  professional 
services,  and  would  tend  to  equalise  the  remuneration  for 
similar  amounts  of  work  as  between  chemist  and  chemist. 
The  pertinence  of  this  evidence  is  exemplified  pi  the  follow- 
ing extracts  : 

Mr.  Deakin,  examined  by  Mr.  Gilmour. 
Dr.  Cox  put  it  to  you  that  many  chemists  in  England 
did  very  little  private  dispensing  previous  to  the  advent 
of  the  Insurance  dispensing.  From  your  experience,  do 
you  think  that  the  increased  turnover  balances  any  loss 
that  may  be  incurred  from  displacement  ? — On  the 
average,  no. 

It  has  been  put  to  us  from  some  sources  that  the  stan- 
dard of  dispensing  has  deteriorated;  that  is  to  say,  that 
Insurance  dispensing  is  inferior  to  private  dispensing? — 
My  own  experience  is  that  it  is  vastly  superior  to  any- 
thing the  insured  person  had  before.  I  can  only  si. oak 
of  my  own  methods  with  regard  to  that.  We  have  no 
stock  mixtures  at  all.  Every  prescription  is  made 
individually;  it  is  made  as  carefully,  accurately,  and 
efficiently  as  any  West-end  prescription  would  be  made 
in  the  best  West-end  house.  It  is  put  in  an  absolutely  clean 
"bottle,  with  a  perfectly  now  and  clean  label,  and  a  now 
cork,  carefully  sealed  with  a  disc,  wrapped  up  in  white 
demy,  always  checked  by  a  second  person,  and  sent  out 
■exactly  as  it  would  be  in  a  West-end  establishment. 
That  is  my  own  experience. 

From  the  Opening  of  Mr.  Xirld's  Examination. 
(Mr.  Woolcock.)  Perhaps  you  may  be  able  to  help  us 
with  regard  to  this  question  of  displacement.    From  your 


own  knowledge  has  there  been  displacement  ? — Yes.  I 
could  produce  my  books  to  prove  that  there  has  been 
actual  displacement  of  profitable  business  to  the  extent 
of,  I  should  say,  something  like  25  per  cent. 

What  proof  can  you  offer  to  the  Committee  of  that 
statement,  because  it  is  rather  a  big  statement? — I  could 
produce  my  cash-bcoks  for  the  years  1912,  1913,  and  1914. 

Will  you  produce  them  and  let  us  have  the  figures? 
Tell  us  in  your  own  words  exactly  how  you  propose  to 
substantiate  the  assertion  you  have  just  made? — My  total 
cash  takings  for  the  year  1912,  ending  December  31,  were 

 .    The  total  cash  takings,  including  the  amounts  paid 

on    account,  for  the   year  1913  were   .    [The  figures 

quoted  bi/  witness  showed  170/.  less  cash  takings  in  1913 
than  in  1912.) 

(Mr.  Vernon.)  Those  are  the  amounts  actually  received? 
— Yes. 

Not  including  sums  due  from  the  Insurance  Committee? 
—No. 

(Dr.  1'ocher.)  Thoy  are  your  gross  receipts? — Yes. 

[Mr.  Vivian.)  You  were  discounted  at  Manchester  by 
about  40  per  cent.,  were  you  not? — Yes,  that  is  so.  To 
be  absolutely  correct,  the  payment  that  has  been  made 
amounts  to  64{  per  cent. 

The  discount  has  been  reduced  to  36  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Joseph  on  Late  Hours. 
There  is  one  point  which  is  a  great  bugbear  to  most 
chemists,  and  that  is  the  question  of  having  to  work 
very  much  longer  hours  than  they  used  to.  Take  my 
town,  where  we  have  an  early-closing  hour  in  force 
among  pharmacists.  Wo  close  at  eight  o'clock.  It  means 
that  those  chemists  who  <\y  much  Insurance  dispensing 
arc  kept  in  their  establishments  till  ten  and  frequently 
eleven  o'clock.  One  man  was  kept  so  much  that  it  alfeoted 
his  health.  He  was  in  the  largest  working-class  district, 
doing  a  very  large  trade.  There  were  only  two  chemists 
in  the  district.  He  had  two  large  doctors  opposite  him 
who  had  panels  of  over  3.0C0  jointly.  It  affected  Ins 
health  so  much  that  for  three  months  ho  went  olf  the 
panel,  and  he  came  back  on  the  panel  simply  because 
customers  complained  to  him  that  they  were  obliged  to 
go  to  his  competitor,  and  they  did  not  wish  to.  What  I 
suggest  is  this :  1  say  that  medical  men  could  assist  us 
in  that  regard,  and  I  am  saying  this  because  perhaps  the 
Committee  might  make  a  suggestion  on  it.  .  .  .  The 
chemist  has  very  little  leisure  time  at  his  disposal,  and 
he  ought  to  get  out,  considering  that  he  is  so  much 
indoors,  using  his  mental  activity  as  well  as  manual 
labour. 


Insurance  Notes. 


Mr.  Charles  Roberts,  M.P..  Chairman  of  the  National 
Insurance  Joint  Commission,  addressing  the  North  Hiding 
Insurance  Committee  recently,  said  he  hoped  that  something 
would  be  dano  in  reference  to  the  chemists  as  a  result  of 
the  conference  with  the  British  Medical  Association  and  tho 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

B.M.A.  and  the  Drug  Tariff. — The  Insurance  Acts  Com- 
mittee of  the  British  Medical  Association  on  October  7 
decided  to  6end  a  communication  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, expressing  satisfaction  with  the  Report  of  tho 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  Drug  Tariff,  and  staling 
that  the  Association  is  willing  to  accept  a  Tariff  on  tho 
lines  suggested  in  tho  Departmental  Committee's  Report, 
and  to  discuss  details  with  the  Commissioners  if  and  when 
the  Committee  is  assured  that  there  will  be  no  reduction 
below  the  minimum  which  was  promised  by  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  in  1912  as  the  assured  basis  of  payment 
for  doctors'  services — viz..  Is.  per  insured  person  per  annum. 
[As  a  result  of  subsequent  correspondence,  the  Executive 
Sub-CommittC3  met  tho  Commissioners  on  October  14.]  It 
was  resolved  to  continue  the  present  arrangement  for 
monthly  pricing  of  drugs  in  tho  Supplementary  Tariff.  In 
reply  to  a  communication  from  tho  Sottish  Committee,  it 
was  decided  to  advise  Scottish  Panel  Committees  net  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  Central  Bureau  until 
that  institution  is  able  to  furnish  results  showing  that  its 
work  will  bo  of  advantage  to  the  Drug  Fund,  and  that,  if 
any  Panel  Committee  does  contribute,  tho  contribution 
should  not  exceed  one-quaitor  of  the  total  contribution  from 
the  area. 


Recruiting  and  Wiici.i  sm.ers. — Wo  understand  that  repre- 
sentations have  been  made  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
regard  to  the  very  donlcted  condition  of  the  staffs  of 
wholesale  druggists  in  this  country,  with  the  view  to  getting 
such  men  added  to  tho  starred  list  of  these  who  will  not 
be  called  upon  in  the  event  of  compulsory  service.

With  special  reference   to  the   svpply  of   medicines  and 
appliances.    See  also  Associations'  Winter  Session. 

The  Cambridge  Inquiry. 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  inquiry  at  Cambridge  upon 
representations  by  the  Cambridgeshire  Insurance  Com- 
mittee with  reference  to  Dr.  Robert  Elwell  Naish,  125  New- 
market Road,  Cambridge  (C.  &  D.,  September  4,  p.  54), 
the  Commissioners  are  satisfied  that  the  continuance  of 
Dr.  Naish  on  the  medical  panel  for  the  area  would  be 
prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  insured,  and  have  accord- 
ingly directed  the  removal  of  his  name  from  the  panel  list. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  states  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  following  facts  were  proved 
by  the  evidence  submitted  at  the  inquiry  : 

(a)  That  Dr.  Naish  in  breach  of  his  contract  with  the  Insurance 
Committee  did  not  supply  drugs  or  appliances  to  insured  persons 
to  whom  he  had  agreed  to  supply  them,  and  with  knowledge  of 
his  omission  received  the  payment  from  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee as  if  he  had  duly  fulfilled  his  contract. 

(6)  That  Dr.  Naish  habitually  allowed  insured  persons  to  be 
attended  at  his  surgery  by  an  unqualified  person,  and  authorised 
that  person  to  prescribe  medicines  and  to  sign  certificates  oi 
incapacity  for  work  in  his  (Dr.  Naish's)  name,  in  cases  where 
he  (Dr.  Naish)  had  not  himself  seen  the  patient. 

Burton-on-Trent.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  7  surcharges  amounting  to  45/.  10s.  wero 
approved  in  the  cases  of  two  doctors  in  respect  of  excessive 
prescribing.  It  was  stated  that  chemists'  accounts  for  1913 
and  1914  show  deficits  of  71?.  and  89?.  respectively.  The 
checker's  report  showed  that  9,436  prescriptions  (value  204/., 
average  cost  5.191(7.  and  average  cost  per  person  3.284(7.) 
were  dispensed  during  the  second  quarter  of  1915.  The 
average  number  of  prescriptions  per  person  on  the  lists 
was  0.633. 

Croydon.— It  was  reported  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  October  5  that  the  emergency  settlement  credits  brought 
the  1914  Drug  Fund  to  4.502/..  sufficient  to  pay  chemists' 
accounts  for  the  year  (4.459/.)  in  full.  Dr.  Genge  formally 
objected,  on  behalf  of  the  Panel  Committee,  to  paying  the 
accounts  until  they  had  examined  them.  The  Clerk  was 
authorised  to  submit  the  prescriptions,  but  not  the  accounts, 
to  the  Panel  Committee  if  they  desired  to  examine  them. 

Essex.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on  Octo- 
ber 13,  when  a  complaint  from  a  doctor,  that  no  adequate 
attendance  is  given  on  early-closing  day  at  Leyton  and 
Walthamstow,  was  considered.  It  was  established  that  a 
rota  is  in  existence  at  Leyton,  and  that  Walthamstow  is 
adequately  provided  for.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Leyton 
chemists  to  join  the  rota  and  to  notify  medical  men. 
Arising  out  of  a  question  submitter',  by  a  chemist  it  was 
resolved  that  mist,  copaibae  (local  Formulary.)  should  bear 
an  emulsion-fee.  It  was  decided  to  deal  with  the  cost  of 
a  certain  doctor's  prescribing  under  Article  40  and  to 
demand  an  investigation.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  Goode)  re- 
ported that  185  panel  chemists  had  accepted  the  emergency 
settlement  proposals  and  had  received  payment.  Up  to 
September  10  twenty-four  chemists  had  not  replied.  '  The 
Committee  discussed  the  report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  the  Drug  Tariff,  and  the  delegates  to  the  L.A.C. 
were  instructed  as  to  the  attitude  they  should  take  up. 
It  was  decided  that  prescriptions  containing  private  formulae 
dispensed  bv  panel  chemists,  in  disregard  of  the  circular 
dated  March  19.  shall  be  disallowed.  It  was  decided  that 
certain  prescriptions  ordering  proprietarv  articles  should 
be  referred  to  the  Panel  Committee  with  a  request  that 
the  practitioners  concerned  should  be  asked  to  show  cause 
why  they  should  not  be  surcharged. — The  Insurance  Com- 
mittee has  received  credits  from  the  Commissioners  which 
will  enable  the  Committee  to  pav  80  per  cent,  of  the  amounts 
of  chemists'  accounts  for  the  third  quarter  of  1915. 

Herefordshtre.-The  Panel  Committee  has  agreed  to  sup- 
port the  acceptance  of  a  Drug  Tariff  on  a  commercial 
basis,  and  considers  that  the  present  allowance  of  2s.  per 
insured  person  should  be  continued,  with  automatic  surcharge 
of  every  practitioner  the  cost  of  whose  prescriptions 
exceeds  that  figure,  the  Panel  Committee  to  have  power  to 
grant  certificates  of  indemnitv  entitling  such  practitioners 
to  relief  out  of  the  Drug  Fund  of  the  area.  The  Com- 
mittee also  approved  of  continuous  scrutinv  and  surcharg- 
ing as  at  present,  except  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee would  have  no  interest  therein. 


Lancashire.— The  Panel  Committee  considers  that  tho 
present  time  is  inopportune  for  the  consideration  of  the 
proposals  relating  to  tho  adoption  of  a  commercial  Drue 
Tariff. 

Xlndsey  (tines).—  The  Panel  Committee  has  approved 
of  the  application  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for 
administrative  expenses  for  the  six  months  ended  July  IS 
(13/.  7s.  10(7. ).  With  regard  to  the  proposed  commercial 
Drug  Tariff  it  was  decided  not  to  recommend  any  change, 
as  tho  time  is  inopportune  and  there  are  not  sufficient  data, 
to  work  upon. 

Middlesex.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on 
October  13.  After  formal  business  had  been  disposed  of, 
the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  Drug: 
Tariff  was  considered.  Tho  Secretary  (Mr.  Hugo  Wolff) 
explained  the  points  which  arc  the  subject  of  controversy. 
Mr.  Skinner  particularly  emphasised  the  necessity  of  back- 
ing up  all  statements  as  to  the  inadequacy  of  the"  proposals 
by  concrete  facts.  It  appeared  to  him  tliat  chemists  ought 
to  press  for  a  higher  professional  fee,  as  tho  demand  sinco 
the  inception  of  the  Act  had  raised  the  money  value  of 
assistance,  and  the  dispensing-fee  of  three  years  ago  is  quite 
inadequate  at  present.  Many  other  points  were  raised  by 
Messrs.  Clement,  Webster,  Duncan,  Hall,  Davy,  Harrison, 
Rigden,  and  Armitage,  and,  ultimately,  the  delegates  to 
the  Local  Associations  Conference  wero  instructed  to  press 
for  better  terms  and  support  every  resolution  with  that 
object  in  view.  The  report  of  the  Joint  Checking  Com- 
mittee was  considered,  and  the  prescriptions  of  thirty-nine 
doctors  were  referred  to  the  Panel  Committee.  During: 
August  61,051  prescriptions  (value  2,060/.  and  average  cost 
8.0-9(7.)  were  dispensed. 

Preston.  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on> 
October  13  a  long  discussion  arose  on  a  report  of  the 
Panel  Committee  on  their  inquiries  into  allegations  of 
extravagant  prescribing  in  1913,  their  finding  being  that 
they  could  recommend  no  surcharge.  Tho  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee  considered  that  the  report  afforded  no 
guidance  for  the  Insurance  Committee  as  required  by  tho 
Regulations,  and  recommended  that  tho  report  be  referred 
back  to  the  Panel  Committee  for  full  information.  Dr. 
Sellers,  defending  the  attitude  of  the  Panel  Committee, 
said  the  trouble  was  that  the  members  had  no  time  to 
examine  166,000  prescriptions.  They  took  certain  typical 
prescriptions  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  could 
make  no  surcharge  whatever.  He  was  firmly  convinced 
the  chemists  knew  as  well  as  he  did  that  they  would  never 
get  all  the  money  up  to  the  preesnt  Tariff;  chemists  had 
told  him  they  never  expected  to.  The  recommendation  was- 
approved.  The  Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  stated  that 
he  hoped  the  Committee  would  be  able  to  pay  chemists'' 
1914  accounts  in  full. 

Rochdale.  -  Panel  chemists  will  be  paid  in  full  for  the 
third  quarter  of  1915,  and  will  also  receive  the  balance- 
owing  from  the  second  quarter. 

Sheffield.  —Panel  chemists  have  been  puzzled  by  t he- 
varying  amounts  to  be  received  (and  in  some  cases  to  be 
refunded)  under  the  proposed  emergency  settlement  for 
1914.  The  explanation  is  that  in  making  the  monthly 
advances  cheques  were  drawn  to  the  nearest  10,«.,  so  that 
some  adjustment  has  to  take  place  on  the  final  payments. 

Southampton. —Tho  Commissioners  have  approved  of 
two  of  the  mixtures  suggested  by  the  Panel  Committee 
for  adoption  under  the  stock-mixture  clause  (mist,  alba 
and  mist,  ferri  aper.).  They  have  informed  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee that  the  other  four  suggested  would  deteriorate  on 
keeping,  and  therefore  cannot  be  allowed. — The  Panel 
Committee  has  rejected  the  suggested  scheme  for  a  com- 
mercial Drusr  Tariff,  as  the  members  consider  it  inequit- 
able and  unlikely  to  promote  economy. 

Surrey.— The  prescription  checking  scheme  under  the 
Drugs  and  Appliances  Joint  Committee  is  now  in  working 
order,  and  Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine,  chemist  and  druggist,  has 
been  appointed  chief  checker.  The  January  (1915)  prescrip- 
tions numbered  40,317,  value  (as  checked)  1,405?.,  and" 
average  cost  8.4c7.  The  Joint  Committee  has  requested  the 
Insurance  Committee  to  request  doctors  and  chemists  to 
give,  where  necessary,  the  following  particulars  :  (1)  Refer- 
ence to  any  published  Formulary,  such  as  "  B.P.C." ; 
(2)  when  no  quantities  have  been  stated  by  the  doctor  thc- 
exact  quantities  dispensed  to  be  filled  in  by  the  chemist, 
as  in  the  case  of  "wool,"  "lint,"  "bandages."  "seven 
days'  supply  of  medicine,"  "  syrupus  q.s."  ;  (3)  The  maker's; 
name  and  net  cost  price  in  t're  case  of  any  special  prepara- 
tion. Chemists  are  requested  to  send  only  "A"  forms  to 
the  Committee. 

York.  —The  Panel  Committee  has  approved  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  being  paid  out 
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of  the  Drug  Fund.  The  Committee  disapproves  of  the 
introduction  of  a  commercial  Drug  Tariff  on  the  lines  sug- 
gested until  the  drug-market  shall  have  settled  down  to 
pre-war  conditions. 

Yorkshire.  —  The  West  Riding  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  on  October  12,  when  the  Secretary  (Mr.  R. 
Broadhead)  reported  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, in  conference  with  Mr.  Sargeant  and  himself,  had 
agreed  that  in  future  all  points  as  to  pricing  not  clearly 
defined  by  the  Tariff  should  be  submitted  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  for  consideration,  as  the  decisions  of 
the  Committee's  technical  adviser  had  been  frequently  dis- 
puted. It  was  decided  that  when  a  preparation  is  ordered 
for  which  a  formula  is  given  in  the  B.P.C.,  the  prescrip- 
tion should  bo  priced  according  to  that  formula,  unless  the 
doctor  gives  a  recipe ;  that  dispensing  fees  only  be  allowed 
on  lariff  emulsions;  and  that  where  tr.  valerian  is  ordered, 
the  1885  preparation  shall  be  dispensed.  Regarding  the 
Committee's  application  for  further  representation  on  the 
Insurance  Committee,  the  Commissioners  wrote  stating  that 
such  appointment  would  not  be  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations.  The  L.A.C.  agenda  was  discussed,  and  the 
delegates  to  the  Conference,  having  gathered  the  feeling  of 
■the  members,  were  instructed  to  use  their  judgment. 

SCOTLAND. 

General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland). 

A  meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
I'nclay,  October  15,  Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie  in  the  chair. 
After  preliminary  business  had  been  gone  through  the  real 
business  of  the  meeting  was  taken,  viz.  : 

The  Proposed  Tariff. 
A  letter  from  Mr.  Charles  Roberts.  M.P.,  Chairman  of 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Joint  Committee,  was  read 
m  which  he  asked  the  General  Council  to  appoint  repre- 
sentatives to  meet  him  in  London  on  an  early  date  to 
discuss  the  proposals  of  the  Departmental  Committee.

5.  That,  owing  to  the  continuance  of  abnormal  war  conditions, 
Scottish  panel  chemists  be  recommended  to  continue  existing 
agreements,  with  satisfactory  adjustment  of  prices,  for  1916  and 
That  the  status  quo  be  maintained,  on  the  understanding  that  so 
soon  as  circumstances  permit  the  whole  situation  "shall  be 
examined  in  the  light  of  the  stated  ease  for  Scottish  panel 
19l3mlStS  lodged  with  tne  Ins"l:,:iec  Commissioners  on  October  1, 

6.  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  be 
■empowered  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  carry  out  the  policy 
embodied  in  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  that  the  licport  of 
•the  Departmental  Committee  be  remitted   to  the   Standing  Com- 


mittee for  fulter  consideration,  with  instructions  to  make  such 
inquiries  and  investigations  as  are  necessary  to  show  why  it 
cannot  be  accepted,  and  to  formulate,  if  deemed  advisable,  satis- 
factory alternative  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  the  General 
Council  of  Panel  Chemists. 

Abolition  of  Scottish  Insurance  Commission. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  several  Pharmaceutical  Committees  had  taken 
prompt  action  to  oppose  the  suggestion  made,  by  tho 
National  Retrenchment  Committee  for  the  abolition  of  the 
Scottish  Insurance  Commission  and  the  centralising  of 
National  Health  Insurance  administration  in  London.  An 
explanatory  letter  had  been  sent  to  each  Scottish  M.P., 
along  with  the  following  resolution  : 

The  panel  chemists  in  your  constituency  are  of  opinion  that 
the  Scottish  National  Health  Insurance "  Commission,  as  con- 
stituted by  virtue  of  Section  80,  Subsection  (1)  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  1911,  should  be  continued.  The  high  standard  of 
pharmaceutical  service  in  Scotland  and  its  economical  and  efficient 
administration,  the  recognised  distinct  difference  between  phar- 
maceutical practice  in  Scotland  and  in  England,  the  difference 
as  to  Local  Government  law  and  Public  Health  administration, 
the  special  problems  created  by  the  scattered  nature  of  the  popu- 
lation and  difficulties  of  communication  and  the  provision  oi 
adequate  medical  and  pharmaceutical  service  nil  emphasise  tho 
desirableness  of  an  Insurance  Commission  located  in  Scotland 
and  fully  organised  and  empowered  to  deal  with  all  questions 
relating  to  National  Health  Insurance.  ]t  would  be  disastrous 
if,  even  at  a  time  of  temporary  national  financial  stress,  any- 
thing should  be  done  to  sacrifice  or  impair  a  distinctively  national 
institution.  We  feel  sure  any  apparent  economy  would  be  more 
than  counterbalanced  by  a  loss  of  administrative  efficiency,  and 
as  Scottish  panel  chemists  we  are  wholly  opposed  to  nnd  protest 
against  any  proposal  for  the  abolition  of  the  Scottish  National 
Health  Insurance  Commission. 

Numerous  replies  had  been  received  indicating  that  in 
the  event  of  any  such  proposal  being  made  in  Parliament 
it  would  meet  with  resoluto  opposition. 

The  Drug  Tariff. 
The  British  Medical  Association  circular  anent  possible 
changes  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations  affecting  the 
Drug  Tariff  was  remitted  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland).  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  circular 
and  the  accompanying  letter  from  Sir  Robert  Morant  con- 
tained many  matters  having  a  very  serious  bearing  upon 
tho  position  and  status  and  professional  interests  of  phar- 
macists, and  that  these  matters  required  watchful  attention. 

Central  Checking  Bureau. 
It  was  reported  that  the  work  of  the  Central  Checking 
Bureau  is  now  rapidly  being  got  into  goad  order.  A  report 
by  the  Superintendent  contained  valuable  practical  sugges- 
tions arising  from  a  scrutiny  of  anorc  than  one  million 
prescriptions,  which  when  carried  out  should  facilitate  tho 
work  of  the  Bureau,  secure  prompter  payment  for  chemists, 
and  a  more  satisfactory  state  of  chemists'  accounts.  Con- 
elusive  evidence  in  favour  of  the  abolition  of  repeat  orders 
was  given  in  the  report. 


Edinburgh.— The  Panel  Committee  has  confirmed  its 
previous  resolutions  that  no  contribution  should  be  made 
to  the  expenses  of  the  Central  Cheeking  Bureau.  The  Com- 
mittee decided  to  accept  the  proposals  for  a  commercial 
Drug  Tariff,  provided  that  where  the  accounts  exceed  the 
maximum  allowed,  and  it  can  be  shown  that  tho  excess  is 
due  to  war  prices,  the  Practitioners'  Fund  is  not  required 
to  pay  such  excess. 

Fife. —  The  Insurance  Committee  has  issued  to  panel 
chemists  a  statement  of  their  accounts  for  January, 
February.  March.  May.  and  June,  as  furnished  by  tho 
Central  Checking  Bureau,  with  excerpts  relating  to  alleged 
irregularities.  The  new  system  of  the  Bureau,  brought  into 
force  at  a  later  date  than  the  majority  of  the  prescrip- 
tions referred  to.  has  resulted  in  a  clashing  of  methods  of 
arrangement.  The  Insurance  Committee  has  therefore 
arranged  to  have  the  prescriptions  for  the  first  six  months 
returned  and  reported  on  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. Meantime,  chemists  are  asked  to  report  on  tho 
excerpts  furnished. 

Stewartry.-Tln-  Panel  ami  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
have  each  agreed  to  pay  one-third  of  the  amount  payable 
by  the  Insurance  Committee  towards  the  expenses  of  tho 
Central  Checking  Bureau. 

WALES. 

Denbighshire.— Tlir  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on 
October  13,  Mr.  J.  \Y.  Adamson  in  the  chair.  The  Secre- 
tary (Mr.  J.  E.  Jones),  with  Messrs.  Caldecoft  and  L.  B. 
Rowland,  were  appointed  to  revise  the  draft  annual  state- 
ment and  report  to  the  next  meeting.  The  Treasurer  (Mr. 
C.  G.  Caldecott)  submitted  his  report,  which  was  adopted, 
and  Mr.  Caldecott  was  instructed  to  apply  to  the  Insurance 
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Committee  for  an  advance  on  account  of  administrative 
expenses.  Mr.  F.  J-  Boardman  was  appointed  auditor. 
The  Secretary  reported  on  prescriptions  for  the  five  months 
ended  August  31  as  follows  :

The  agenda  of  the  L.A.C.  was  discussed  and  the  delegates 
instructed  as  to  the  views  of  the  Committee. 

Merthyr  Tydfil.— It  was  reported  to  the  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee  on  October  13  that  chemists' 
accounts  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1915  amounted  to 
699'.,  504/.,  and  467/.,  compared  with  907/.,  698/.,  and  564/. 
for  the  corresponding  quarters  of  1914.  The  Clerk  stated 
that  it  is  hoped  to  pay  accounts  for  tho  last  quarter  in 
full  if  chemists  and  doctors  assist  in  checking  extravagance. 
Miss  Morris  was  appointed  to  check  the  prescriptions  for 
the  quarter  ended  September  last. 


Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Combination  of  Hydrogen  Peroxide  with  Alkali 
Salts.— P.  V.  Kazaneoki  ("J.  Russ.  Phys.  Chem.  Soc.."  1914, 
46,  1,110,  through  "J.S.C.I.,"  34,  14,  p.  797)  has  investi- 
gated tho  behaviour  of  hydrogen  peroxide  towards  alkali 
salts.  With  carbonates  of  the  alkali  metals,  hydrogen 
peroxide  forms  unstable  compounds,  such  as  Cs->C03,2H202 ; 
K2C03,2H202,iH20;  Na2C03,liH  202.  These*  exhibit  the 
properties  of  peroxides.  Magnesium  carbonate  and 
hydrogen  peroxide  in  solution  yield  the  compound 
-vlgOj  iMgC03,H20.  All  these  yield  ozone  on  treatment 
with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  chlorine  with  concen- 
trated hydrochloric  acid,  and  slowly  liberate  iodine  from 
neutral  potassium  iodide  solution.  Various  investigators 
have  observed  the  increased  solubility  of  salts  in  solution 
of  hydrogen  peroxide.  In  the  case  of  potassium  sulphate, 
the  increase  is  related  to  tho  proportion  of  hydrogen 
peroxide,  the  presence  of  72.6  grams  of  the  latter  per 
100  c.c.  raising  the  solubility  of  the  sulphate  from 
11.11  grams  to  67.22  grams  per  ""100  c.c.  of  solution.  Cryo- 
scopic  and  conductivity  measurements  show  that  the 
peroxide  and  the  sulphate  interact  chemically. 

Determination  of  Small  Quantities  of  Hydrocyanic 
Acid.— A.  Viehoever  and  C.  O.  Johns  ('"  American  Journal 
of  Pharmacy,"  1915,  6,  p.  261),  in  the  course  of  work  on 
cyanogenetic  plants,  found  it  necessary  to  estimate  small 
quantities  of  hydrocyanic  acid.  As  the  plant-distillates 
usually  contain  reducing-compounds,  the  various  titration 
methods  and  the  silver  gravimetric  method  could  not  he 
used,  and  the  colorimetric  thiocyanate  method  is  not  suffi- 
ciently accurate.  After  studying  the  conditions  influencing 
the  formation  of  Prussian  blue,  the  authors  recommend 
the  f  ollowing  process  :  The  solution  to  be  tested  is  first  made 
slightly  alkaline  by  the  addition  of  0.02  to  0.1  gram  of 
sodium  hydroxide.  It  is  then  concentrated  in  a  round- 
bottom  200-c.c.  flask,  by  using  a  vacuum  pump  and  con- 
denser. The  flask  is  immersed  in  a  water-bath  kept  below 
70°,  and  the  concentration  is  continued  till  less  than  1  c.c. 
of  liquid  remains ;  0.2  to  0.5  c.c.  of  3-per-cent.  freshly 
prepared  ferrous-sulphate  solution  and  about  0.05  gram  of 
potassium  fluoride  are  then  added.  The  flask  is  exhausted  by 
means  of  a  water  vacuum  pump,  the  contents  are  mixed  by 
rotating  the  flask,  and  after  five  or  ten  minutes  30  per 
cent,  nitric  acid  is  added.  The  blue  colour  appears  at  once, 
or,  if  only  traces  of  HCN  are  present,  it  may  be  necessary 
to  warm  to  50°  on  the  water-bath.  The  suspension,  which 
is  quite  free  from  green  shade,  is  then  diluted  to  a  volume 
which  would  give  a  colour-intensity  convenient  to  compare 
with  a  suspension  of  Prussian  blue  made  from  a  known 
weight  of  potassium  cyanide.  The  method  furnishes  a  very 
delicate  qualitative  test  for  a  cvanide,  being  sufficicntlv 
delicate  to  detect  0.00002  gram  ofKCN.

Tc  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  ir.

receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  bp 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities- 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyer3 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  t?< 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

A FAIR  amount  of  business  continues  to  be  done  in 
the  heavy  and  so-called  fine  chemicals  where  supplies 
exist,  but  crude  drugs  are  quiet  generally.  _  Prices  con- 
tinue to  tend  upwards,  and  as  each  transaction  in  many 
scarce  synthetic  products  is  a  matter  of  individual  negotia- 
tion, it  follows  that  no  fixed  prices  are  obtainable,  so 
that  buyers  must  take  into  consideration  this  fact  when 
reading  the  market  report.  This  especially  applies  to 
bromides,  phenazone,  opium,  caffeine,  bismuth  prepara- 
tions, bleaching  powder,  potassium  salts,  etc.  In  quinine 
a  large  export  and  speculative  business  has  again  been 
done  at  a  further  substantial  advance;  but  the 
circle  of  operators  is  narrowed  on  this  occasion. 
Other  alterations  include  an  advance  in  copper 
sulphate,  ipecacuanha,  potash  prussiate.  quicksilver, 
menthol,  and  Japanese  mint  oil,  Products  having  a  firmer 
tendency  include  cod-liver  oil,  glucose,  nitrate  of  soda, 
and  cinnamon.  Formaldehyde,  creosote  ex  beechwood, 
Epsom  salt,  and  lime-juice  are  easier.  Among  fixed  oils, 
there  has  been  an  all-round  advance,  affecting  castor,  lin- 
seed, turpentine,  soya,  rape,  palm,  and  to  a  less  extent 
cottonseed  and  coconut  oils.  The  principal  movements 
have  been  as  under  :

Manchester,  October  19. 
There  was  a  fair  attendance  on  the  chemical  side  of 
'Change  on  Tuesday,  but  the  difficulty  in  transit  is  one 
which  impedes  business  in  many  directions.  Notwithstand- 
ing this,  home  producers  arc  busy,  and  they  have  little 
fear  of  foreign  competition  under  present  conditions.  It 
would  appear  that  arrivals  at  Manchester  are  of  no  great 
dimensions,  and  affect  the  general  position  to  a  very  small 
extent.  Caustic  soda  and  bleaching-powder  remain  firm, 
and  in  some  cases  a  premium  is  charged  for  prompt 
delivery.  The  changes  during  the  past  week  in  miscel- 
laneous chemicals  have  generally  been  upward,  and  prices 
have  distinctly  favoured  sellers.  Sulphate  of  copper  is 
again  dearer,  owing  to  the  strong  position  of  raw  metal. 
It  is  expected  that  if  there  is  any  change  the  manufactured 
product  will  rule  higher,  as  there  was  a  slight  advance 
on  Tuesday  in  ingot  copper.  Ordinary  quotations  are 
30/.

Potash  salts  show  little  change,  many  sorts  not  being 
quoted.  Permanganate  has  advanced  to  290s.  per  cwt. 

White  powdered 
arsenic  continues  to  advance,  and  is  quoted  35/.  to  38/.  per 
ton,  Manchester.  Chlorate  of  potash  is  lower  at  Is.  4£<2.,  and 
soda  Is.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  in  good  inquiry,  especi- 

ally for  forward  delivery,  at  14/.  17s.  6f7.  to  15/.  per  ton 
on  rails,  Manchester.

For  several  weeks  past  the  demand  for  quicksilver  has 
been  very  quiet  compared  with  what  it  was  a  few  months 
ago,  but  there  now  seems  an  unsettled  feeling  after  the 
recent  substantial  reaction,  which  amounted  to  30s.  per 
bottle  from  the  extreme  highest  figure  of  17/.  10s.  recorded 
not  long  ago.  The  buying  pressure  over  the  summer 
months  was  particularly  marked,  hence  the  setback  with 
a  contraction  in  demand  was  no  occasion  for  surprise, 
while  the  rccei.pts  in  August  last  were  of  more  respectable 
proportions  after  having  been  previously  abnormally 
reduced.  Business  has  been  possible  lately  down  to  about 
15/.  15s.  per  bottle  for  second-hand  lots,  but  this  week 
prices  have  advanced  to  16/.  5s.  to  16/.  10s.  In  the  early 
part  of  September  very  considerable  quantities  of  Italian 
were  contracted  for  shipment  to  this  side,  which  naturally 
had  the  effect  of  accelerating  the  fall.  It  is  assumed  that 
a  good  deal  of  this  metal  has  yet  to  be  shipped,  so  that 
the  imports  should  again  be  increased,  while  the  receipts 
for  last  month  were  only  648  bottles,  making  a  total  for 
the  nine  months  of  28,894  bottles  comnared  with  36.693  n 
1914.  42,843  in  1913.  and  44,955  bottles  in  1912.  _  It  is  true 
that  our  re-exports  have  been  steadily  diminishing  during 
recent  years,  the  total  for  the  nine  months  ended  Septem- 
ber 1912  being  24,489  bottles,  and  for  the  same  period  this 
year  only  9.518  bottles.  The  net  imports  this  year  are  thus 
actually  less  than  in  the  previous  years,  so  that,  making 
allowance  for  the  probably  h Javier  home  needs  largely  in 
connection  with  the  manufacture  of  explosives  (which  has 
been  one  of  the  chief  factors  in  the  big  rise  this  year),  the 
reserve  stocks  in  this  country  cannot  be  very  important. 
The  British  market  is  now  entirely  dependent  on  imports 
from  Spain  and  Italy  since  Austrian  quicksilver  was  cut  off, 
and  there  is  certainly  no  possibility  of  securing  supplies 
from  America,  where  the  output  is  not  sufficient  to  cover 
domestic  requirements.  Nothing  authentic  has  yet  leaked 
out  as  to  the  fate  of  the  Austrian  mines  in  connection  with 
the  Italian  invasion.  The  average  price  of  quicksilver  for 
September  was  16/.  7s.  6(1.  per  bottle,  against  7/.  in  1914, 
7/.  Is.  in  1913,  and  II.  19s.  in  1912. 


Mr.  Chas.  L.  Huisking,  in  his  weekly  report  on  the 
American  chemical  and  drug  market,  under  date  of  Octo- 
ber 7.  states  that  some  phenomenal  advances  have  taken 
place  since  last  week's  report,  and  intense  excitement  pre- 
vails. Quinine  has  advanced  100  per  cent,  during  the  week, 
and  speculators  apparently  are  in  full  control  of  the  situa- 
tion, and  their  success  with  this  article  has  caused  them 
to  buy  liberally  of  other  chemicals,  and  the  market  to-day 
is  in  worse  shape  than  ever.  Orders  from  the  other  side, 
too.  have  increased,  and  the  present  flurry  in  Wall  Street 
in  war  stocks  is  no  more  exciting  than  the  chemical-market 
is  at  present.

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bowden,  seconded  by  Mr.  Doig, 
Mr.   James    Tate   (Vice-President)   was  unanimously,  and 
amid  applause,  elected  President   of   the  Society   for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Watson  said  lie  had  great  pleasure  in  vacating  the 
President,  whom,  he  was  sure,

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are.  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  October  26, 
on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted.  Students'  reports 
will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  November  6.  Each  report 
should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the  work  done,  and 
should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents  detected.  In  this 
list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental  impurity  should 
be  distinguished  from  the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts 
composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  opening  exercise

for  the  current  winter  session.  Students  may  forward  six 
stamped  addressed  envelopes  (marked  on  the  top  "  Corner 
for  Students"),  to  be  utilised  month  by  month  for  the 
"  salts."  We  offer  special  certificates  and  prizes  for  the 
best  series  of  reports  submitted  on  the  exercises  to  be  set 
from  November  1915  to  April  1916  inclusive.  The  awards 
will  be  made  to  the  students  who  obtain  the  highest  aggre- 
gates of  marks  for  their  reports  upon  the  whole  six 
exercises,  and  will  comprise:

Chemists'  Dental  Society. 

Sir --Referring  to  letter  and  editorial  in  the  C.  <k  ]).. 
October  16,  relative  to  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society,  I  think, 
in  view  of  the  Bill  to  be  brought  before  Parliament,  it 
would  be  most  disastrous  for  the  Society  to  be 
wound  up  as  suggested.  As  one  who  has  had  a  groat  deal 
to  do  wich  Committee-work  in  connection  with  Societies 
belonging  to  our  trade,  I  know  wo  have  to  put  up  with  a 
lot  of  apathy,  and  sometimes  fault-finding  or  worse,  from 
some  of  the  members,  but  in  my  experience,  where  the 
Committee  and  other  officials  had  the  best  interests  of  the 
Society  at  heart  they  did  not  mind  that,  but  stuck  to  their 
guns  determined  to  win  through.  Now  is  not  the  time,  in 
the  prospect  of  battle  and  conflict,  to  allow  cleavage  to 
come  into  the  ranks;  rather  let  the  Secretary  and  other 
officials  brace  themselves,  and  use  it  as  stepping-stones  t» 
higher  things,  show  what  they  can  do,  and  play  the  man. 
Even  if  they  lose  some  members,  they  should  still  keep 
the  Society  in  existence,  for,  no  matter  how  small  it  is. 
it  can  speak  with  a  stronger  voice  and  be  hoard  whers 
the  individual  cannot.  Personally,  I  would  regret  if  the 
English  Society  had  to  be  wound  up,  for  I  believe  that,  that 
Society  and  ours  offering  opposition,  we  should  get  our 
demands  met  or  the  Bill  blocked.  A  short  time  since,  wheri 
talking  with  the  Committee  of  the  Irish  Society,  I  stated 
I  would  not  resign  the  position  of  Secretary  till  I  saw 
this  thing  through,  the  members  getting  a  legal  statu*  and 
being  put  on  a  firm  basis.  That  is  the  spirit  which  actuatet 
the  Irish  Committee  and  Society,  and  when  the  time  comes 
for  action  I  have  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  that  an  appeal 
to  the  members  to  co-operate  with  us  will  have  a  hearty 
and  unanimous  response.  With  reference  to  admitting  out- 
siders as  members,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  applica- 
tions which  we  had  our  Committee  decided  that  ai  the 
Society  was  formed  for  members  of  the  drug-trade  we 
should  adhere  to  this  original  idea,  although  it  might  mean 
a  numerical  loss.  I  now  earnestly  appeal  to  the  official* 
and  members  of  the  English  Society  not  to  allow  their 
Society  to  go  to  the  wall  at  the  present  time.

Air.  David  S.  Bennett,  M.P.S.I.,  Joint  Secretary  of  the 
Irish  Dental  Society  (Cahirciveen,  00.  Kerry),  has  sent  the 
subjoined  letter  to  Mr.  Roberts,  Hon.  Treasurer  of  the 
Chemists'  Dental  Society  : 

"  Anent  your  letter  in  this  week's  C.  &  D.,  as  Joint  Secre- 
tary of  the  Irish  Dental  Society,  entirely  confined  to  phur 
maceutical  chemists  and  registered  druggists  of  Ireland.  1 
emphatically  say,  Don't  combine  with  the  N.D.C.  The 
clause  in  the  draft  Bill  is  especially  directed  agaiiikt 
chemists,  and  it  is  as  chemists,  and  chemists  only,  that  we 
must  fight  it  in  the  open:  and  if  we  do  that  we  shall  hnve 
a  far  better  chance  of  getting  special  provision  in  the 
Bill  for  dental  chemists,  as  the  I/egislaturo  would  not,  t» 
my  mind,  deprive  a  chemist  from  doing  that  which  up 
till  now  he  has  been  legally  entitled  to  do;  and  we  should 
have  a  far  better  chance  of  a  continued  right  to  practise  if 
we  put  our  case  before  Parliament  as  chemists  than  we 
should  have  if  we  amalgamated  with  any  Society  not  en- 
tirely composed  of  chemists,  and  our  case  would  receive  far 
greater  consideration,  with,  I  feel  convinced,  ultimate 
success,  than  if  we  masked  our  individuality  as  dental 
chemists  by  combining  with  the  N.D.C.  To  my  mind,  it 
would  tend  to  give  an  impression  of  evasion  if  wo  did 
not  take  our  stand  as  the  special  body  of  men  against  whom 
the  clause  is  specially  directed,  and  the  plea  of  unfair 
treatment  against  dental  chemists  could  l>e  very  much  better 
brought  home  by  chemists  alone  than  by  swallowing  up 
our  individuality  by  amalgamation  with  any  other  body  of 
men  who  are  not  chemists.  When  the  Irish  Dental  Society 
was  enrolling  its  first  members,  I  distinctly  objected  to 
several  who  wished  to  join,  but  who  wero  not  connected 
with  the  drug-trade,  for  the  very  reason  that  it  would 
destroy  the  object  of  the  Society's  formation  —viz.,  to  pre 
servrf  the  right  of  dental  chemists  to  practise  as  such — and 
I  maintain  that  it  would  be  courting  disaster  not  to  come 
boldly  forward  to  defend  those  rights  as  dental  chemists 
only.  As  such,  the  Legislature  is  at  least  morally  lx>und 
to  make  provision  for  us  in  the  Bill  ;  so  again  I  say, 
'  Don't.'  " 

Insuranco  Dispensing  Tariff. 
Sir.  -Perhaps  the  following  figures  relating  to  the  busi- 
ness with  which  I  am  connected  may  be  of  interest  to  your 
readers;  they  ought  to  appeal  to  J.  Mack  in  particular,

last  week'6  C.  <k  D.  I  am  in  an  area  where  up  to  the  end 
of  1914  the  chemists'  accounts  under  the  Medical  Benefit 
Service  were  paid  in  full.  During  1914  my  gross  sales  were 
1,740/.  5s.,  and  the  establishment  charges  (no  account  being 
taken  for  my  services,  interest  on  capital,  or  depreciation) 
were  318/  lbs.,  or  18.3  per  cent.  :

The  1.310  consecutive  prescriptions,  which  I  analysed  to 
«atisfy  myself  as  to  the  comparative  rate  of  remuneration 
under  the  old  and  the  suggested  new  Tariff,  were  dispensed 
at  a  checked  cost  to  the  Insurance  Committee  of  38/.  10s., 
or  7.05(1.  each.  18.3  per  cent,  of  which  is  1.29c?.  The 
startling  discrepancy  between  this  ascertained  cost  of  1.29<7. 
per  prescription  and  the  suggested  allowance  of  0.8(7.  im- 
pelled me  to  carry  out  a  detailed  analysis  of  these  1,310 
prescriptions,  with  the  following  result  :

Nor  is  this  all.  In  my  calculations,  a  la  Departmental 
Committee,  the  full  fee  of  2.8(7.  has  been  allowed  for  the 
dispensing  of  all  liquid  preparations,  whether  the  prescrip- 
tion was  written  in  extenso  or  was  compounded  from  the 
formulae  issued  by  the  Insurance  Committee  of  the  district 
in  which  my  business  is  situated.  If,  as  I  suspect,  these 
formulas  are  to  be  regarded  as  stock  mixtures  in  future, 
the  amount  of  11.  2s.  9(7.  would  be  correspondingly  reduced, 
•as  the  suggested  fee  on  such  mixtures  is  only  2.3c7.  per  pre- 
scription— not  2.8(7.  When  I  take  into  account  the  responsi- 
bility and  labour  involved  in  dispensing  these  1.310  pre- 
scriptions, let  alone  the  fact  that  I  gave  up  five  half- 
holidays  and  gave  attendance  on  Sundays  and  general 
holiday  in  order  to  fulfil  my  contract  to  give  "  reasonable 
facility  for  obtaining  medicines,"  6even  pounds  two  shil- 
lings and  ninepence  does  not  strike  me  as  anything  ap- 
proaching to  'adequate  remuneration.  Is  it  too  much  to 
hope  that  others  engaged  in  the  business  of  dispensing 
Insurance  prescriptions  will  give  us  the  details  of  their 
experience  also?

Sir, — We  do  not  remember  that  the  grievance  panel 
ehemists  suffer  in  the  anomalous  compilation  of  the  Supple- 
mentary Tariff  has  recently  been  ventilated  in  your  columns. 
A  prescription  ordering  thirty-six  5-gr.  aspirin  (or  acetosal) 
powders  is  correctly  priced  at  2s.  6?(7.  :  thirty-six  5-gr. 
tablets  have  to  be  dispensed  for  9(7.  The  drug  itself  is  sub- 
ject to  the  enhanced  price  in  the  monthly  Supplementary 
Tariff,  but  the  tablets  are  not.  The  same  oversight  is  ap- 
parent with  regard  to  tablets  of  phenacetin,  phenacetin  co., 
guaiacol  carb..  phenolphthalein.  and  pills  of  quinine.  Sali- 
•ylntes  figure  in  the  Supplementary,  but  lin.  meth.  sal.  co., 
B.P.C.,  listed  by_  the  wholesale  houses  at  lis.  per  lb.,  has 
itill  to  be  supplied  by  the  pharmacist  at  6(7.  per  oz.  It 
•eems  ircmossible  to  have  these  matters  corrected  (and  it 
must  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  compilers  of  the  Supple- 
mentary, in  the  first  instance,  forgot  that  phenacetin  tablets 
•onsist  of  phenacetin)  by  the  authority  that  has  the  power 
to  do  it.  Why  should  not  these  things  be  put  right  in  the 
■ext.  Supplementary  Tariff?  The  compilers  know  all  about 
it.  It  gets  very  tiring,  at  the  present  price  of  the  article, 
to  supply  twenty-four  acid,  acetosalicyl.  tabs,  for  6d.  to 
thi"  Gorernment  and  know  that  a  discount,  even  at  this 
ridiculous  traresty  of  a  price,  is  certain  to  be  deducted.

Tietim  (7/29)  asks  if  "  the  panel  chemists  of  Glasgow 
are  to  swallow  the  new  Tariff  without  lifting  a.  finger  in 
protest?  Do  they  intend,  like  Esau,  to  sell  their  birth- 
right for  a  mess  of  pottage,   or  do  they  mean  to  band 


together,  and  light  the  cursed  thing  like  men'.'  If  they 
mean  to  'put  up  a  scrap,'  the  time  is  more  than  ripe  for 
taking  the  coats  off.  .  .  .  Each  year,  as  tho  time  for 
signing  tho  agreements  comes  round,  we  were  cozened  into 
putting  our  names  down ;  now  we  are  asked  to  accept  u 
reduction  of  2.16(7.  per  prescription  on  a  proposition  thai 
is  not  paying  us  on  the  present  basis.  Let  ua  call  an 
immediate  mass  meeting  of  Glasgow  panel  chemists,  and 
say  unanimously,  '  We  insist  at  least  on  the  Tariff,  tho 
present  Tariff,  and  nothing  less  than  the  present  Tariff, 
with  the  discounting  clause  cut  out;  and.  if  you  don'i 
like  to  grant  us  that,  take  it  away;  we'll  none  of  it.'  " 

Exp.  Docet  (E  7/90)  considers  that  "  pharmacy  under  the 
N.H.I,  is  similarly  situated  to  medicine,  because  numbers- 
count.  The  man  with  few  prescriptions  considers  it  noi 
worth  doing:  he  who  has  many  rejoices — he  can  have  assist 
ance.  But  when  the  latter  is  on  leave,  the  former  is  beaten  : 
his  position  will  not  allow  of  such  a  contingency.  How  mam 
of  us  know  this  to  our  cost !  N.H.I,  dispensing  can  never 
be  properly  done  until  the  above  facts  are  provided  for. 
To  starve  it  is  to  ruin  it  or  your  health.  .  .  .  The  chemist 
should  be  so  rewarded  for  services  rendered  that  he  can  be 
independent  of  much  of  his  present  retail.  Was  0.8V. 
worked  out  on  the  dispensing  part  of  business,  or  did  ii 
include  the  lot  (patents,  etc.)  ?  It  is  the  dispensing  pari 
which  is  most  concerned." 

Prices  of  Tabloids,  etc. 

Sir. — In  reference  to  the  difficulties  arising  in  consequent  < 
of  the  frequent  changes  in  prices,  the  reply  given  by  tin- 
manager  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  is  quite  reasonable 
in  present  circumstances.  It  must,  however,  be  noted  thai 
this  is  an  old-standing  grievance  which  has  existed  for  .i 
number  of  years — long  before  the  present  abnormal  con- 
ditions came  into  being.  The  suggested  remedy  is  quit 
feasible  and  practical — viz.,  a  small  advertisement  in  the 
C.  &  D.  weekly  notifying  changes.  The  quotations  given 
should  be  considered  firm  (unless  in  some  very  exception;!1 
circumstances)  till  the  next  issue  of  the  paper.  I  have  loii": 
had  the  feeling  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  be  too  ready  to 
change  prices.  This  is  a  source  of  much  trouble  to  th  ■ 
trade  and  of  great  annoyance  and  irritation  to  the  retail 
customers.  It  is  far  wiser,  where  at  all  practicable,  to  avoid 
unnecessary  fluctuations,  relying  upon  the  profits,  although 
varying  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  changes  in 
prices  of  materials,  working  out  quite  satisfactorily  on  tin- 
average.

The  Manufacture  of  Thymol  in  India. 

Sir. — Mr.  P.  C.  Chattopadhyay  in  your  issue  of  August  2" 
adopts  a  different  position.  We  construed  his  origin:' 1 
letter  to  state  that  after  making  crude  thymol  for  some 
years  he  had  at  last  succeeded  in  producing  pure  thymol, 
and  claimed  to  be  the  first  chemist  in  India  to  do  so. 

We  pointed  out  that  this  had  been  done  over  tweni ' 
years  ago  by  our  Mr.  W.  T.  Grice,  and  that  specimens  of 
pure  thymol  made  by  him  were  exhibited  at  the  Calcutt  ■ 
Exhibition  in  1884.  We  also  pointed  out  that  crude  thymol 
has  been  made  in  Central  India  for  over  fifty  years,  and 
gave  our  authority  for  the  statement.  Mr.  Chattopadhyay 
now  states  that  he  did  not  claim  to  be  the  first  to  mak>- 
thymol,  but  to  be  the  first  to  make  it  on  an  industrial  scal<- 
He  writes  :  "  But  so  far  as  I  know  no  one  has  made  thymol 
here  industrially."  Mr.  Chattopadhyay  will  probably  1" 
surprised  to  hear  that  the  agent  of  an  American  firm  of 
wholesale  chemists  has  been  exporting  crude  thymol  in 
considerable  quantities  from  Bombay.  As  the  laboratorv 
in  which  Mr.  Chattopadhyay  is  employed  is  less  than  thre, 
miles  from  our  premises,  it  is  to  be  deplored  that  his 
dignity  forbade  him  calling  on  us,  as  we  would  hare  been 
pleased  to  show  him  : 

(a)  Correspondence  with  native  States  officials  quotin-: 
figures  for  the  production  of  ajowan-seed  and  crude  thymol 
in  their  States,  and  deploring  that  the  production  of  the 
latter  had  declined  owing  to  the  low  price  of  the  imported 
article.  In  some  cases  the  figures  cover  fifteen  years'  pro- 
duction. 

(6)  Correspondence  with  firms  who  have  manufactured 
thymol  for  many  years  past,  and  who  hare  registered 
brands  for  their  product. 

(c)  Quotations  for  the  immediate  supply  of  large  quan- 
tities. One  dealer  offered  5  cwt.,  and  was  prepared  to 
guarantee  a  ton  if  given  time  to  make. 

(<7)  Receipts  for  the  purchase  of  "  industrial  quantities  " 
for  export,  by  us. 

(e)  Samples  of  various  brands  on  sale  in  Central  India 
which  we  have  kept  as  curios  to  illustrate  the  extent  of 
adulteration  practised  by  the  makers. 

His  knowledge  as  to  the  manufacture  of  thymol  in  indus- 
trial Quantities  in  India  would  have  been  considerably 
expanded,  and  he  would  have  been  prevented  from  asrain 
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rushing  into  print  with  vague  claims  he  cannot  sub- 
stantiate. We  reiterate  crude  thymol  was  made  in  India 
in  industrial  quantities  very  many  years  before  the  Bengal 
Chemical  and  Pharmaceutical  Works  came  into  being,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  claims  are  made  on  their  behalf 
by  one  of  their  staff  which  every  chemist  of  experience  in 
India  knows  to  be  incorrect. — Yours  faithfully,

The  Adveitising-agent  and  the  Lawyer. 

Sir, — In  his  paragraph  headed  "Advertising"  in  your 
issue  of  October  16,  "  Xrayser  II."  likens  the  advertising 
agent  to  the  lawyer,  and  considers  the  comparison  just, 
because  "the  former  is  not  directly  concerned  with  the 
justice  of  the  case,  nor  the  latter  with  the  value  of  the 
article  sold ;  they  have  no  direct  responsibility  for  what 
they  advocate."  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  his  concep- 
tion of  lawyers  is  not  justifiable,  but  I  do  protest  that  every 
worthy  advertising-agent  has  a  higher  conception  of  his 
work  than  will  permit  him  to  make  statements  he  does 
not  himself  believe  about  the  article  exploited.  Advertising 
has  earned  in  some  quarters  a  questionable  reputation,  and 
is  still  not  regarded  as  a  business  force  by  some  able  busi- 
ness men,  for  the  very  reason  that  in  the  past  many  copy- 
writers had — as  "Xrayser"  suggests — no  sense  of  responsi- 
bility for  the  accuracy  of  their  statements.  But  the  new 
conception  of  advertising  is  rapidly  gaining  ground,  and 
professional  publicity-men  of  the  right  kind  will  not  accept 
commissions  to  advertise  articles  which  they  know  to  be 
fraudulent.  Furthermore,  newspapers  and  periodicals  are 
assisting  to  place  advertising  on  a  higher  level  by  refusing 
questionable — that  is  to  say,  inaccurate — advertisements. 
Agents  or  others  who  will  advertise  anything,  irrespective 
of  its  merits,  are  gradually  being  eliminated  or  pushed  to 
the  background,  chiefly  through  the  vigorous  action  of  the 
far-seeing  advertising-men,  who  know  that  advertising  as 
a  profession  can  only  thrive  on  truth  and  never  on  fraud. 
It  is  a  matter  of  the  reputation  and  integrity  of  the  men 
engaged,  and  "  Xrayser's "  generalisation,  although  it 
might  have  been  justified  years  ago,  is  to-day  too  sweeping 
to  be  applied  to  the  modern  publicity-expert.  Commercial 
morality,  far  from  being  in  danger  owing  to  the  shifting 
of  the  responsibility  on  to  an  unscrupulous  second  party,  is 
far  more  likely  to  be  safeguarded  by  the  rising  status  of 
the  service  agency.  The  tendency  of  advertising,  considered 
as  a  science  and  not  as  a  device,  will  be  to  guard  the 
public  against  the  designs  of  unscrupulous  producers,  for 
they  will  not  eventnally  be  able  to  find  an  agent  willing 
to  promote  the  sale  of  fraudulent  goods  or  bogus  schemes.

Legal  Queries. 


H.  J.  S.  (259/46).— Under  the  ordinary  form  of  a  )ey>c 
for  seven,  fourteen,  or  twenty-one  years  upon  whom  would 
rest  the  responsibility  for  replacing  slates  and  guttering 
which  had  fallen  from  the  roof?    [Upon  rno  tenant.] 

M.  W.  (1/69).— As  stated  in  the  C.  d-  D,  Diary  under 
"  Canvassers,"  p.  418,  it  is  illegal  for  canvassers  to  carry 
dutiable  medicines  from  door  to  door  and  sell  them  there, 
because  dutiable  medicines  may  be  sold  only  on  licensed 
premises. 

Asklepeds  (4/13). — There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  un- 
qualified proprietor  of  a  drug-store  describing  his  pre- 
mises as  Smith's  Pharmacy."  This  was  decided  in  1909 
by  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  in  the 
case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Mercer;  here  the 
Society  took  action  in  order  to  determine  the  extent  of 
the  powers  given  to  the  n  by  Section  12  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1852,  as  regards  use  of  the  title  "  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist,"  or  any  name,  title,  or  sign  implying  the  same. 
The  Court's  decision  was  that  "pharmacy  "  is  the  descrip- 
tion of  a  place,  and  not  of  a  person ;  hence  its  use  is  not 
restricted  to  pharmaceutical  chemists. 

G.  W.  (4/30).— (1)  It  is  true  that  Excise  officers  have  not 
been  instructed  by  General  Order  of  the  Commissioners  of 
( 'ustoms  and  Excise  in  regard  to  rebate  of  Is.  bd.  per  proof 
gallon  of  rectified  spirit  used  by  retail  pharmacists  in  the 
compounding  of  medicinal  preparations,  but  in  the  mean- 
time you  should  use  a  record-book  ruled  according  to  the 
particulars  given  in  the  C.  d-  D„  June  12,  p.  49.  (2)  At 
the  present  time,  when  the  drug-markets  are  subject  to 
daily,  sometimes  hourly,  alterations  in  prices,  all  whole- 
sale quotations  are  subject  to  market  changes,  and  are,  as 
a  rule,  "  without  engagement.-'  Tin's  would  no  doubt  be 
put.  forward  if  you  were  to  insist  upon  your  supposed 
rights  in  the  case  of  an  article  purchased  through  a 
traveller  at  a  price  which  was  not  confirmed  by  his 
principals. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


It.  H.  (248/21). — The  Liverpool  medical  officer  of  health 
(Dr.  Hope)  in  his  report  just  issued  says,  in  regard  to  rat- 
killing,  "  Attention  is  specially  called  to  the  various  pre- 
parations for  the  extermination  of  rats,  such  as  the  Liver- 
pool Virus,  Ratin,  Danysz  Virus,  and  others."  Arsenic 
is  not  always  successful.  You  should  see  that  the  entrances 
to  drains  are  properly  trapped. 

W.  C.  B.  (243/17).— Spirit  Drawback.— See  the  C.  &  D., 
June  5,  p.  49,  and  June  12,  p.  49,  for  the  conditions  upon 
which  you  can  get  back  the  Is.  bcl.  per  proof  gal.  paid  on 
rectified  spirit  used  in  making  medicinal  preparations.  You 
will  find  an  alcohol-dilution  table  in  the  C.  <(■  D.  Diary, 
1914,  p.  192.  Your  best  plan  with  the  27-  and  90-por-cent. 
alcohols  to  be  mixed  for  60-per-cent.  is  to  use  a  hydro- 
meter, the  sp.  gr.  of  the  mixture  required  being  0.913. 

Ajax  (243/20). --Thermite  is  a  mixture  of  aluminium  in 
powder  with  ferric  oxide,  and  is  used  for  welding  steel, 
but  the  latest  use  to  which  it  has  been  put  is  by  the 
Germans  in  their  incendiary  bombs  dropped  from  Zep- 
pelins. 

Otto  (242/18).— Synthetic  Rose-odours  consist  chiefly  of 
geraniol  and  eitronellol,  with  traces  of  their  acetic  esters, 
and  nonyl  aldehyde,  phenyl-ethyl  alcohol,  and  homologues 
of  geraniol  and  eitronellol  added  in  judicious  traces,  so  as 
to  produce  odours  subtly  different. 

Tea  (247/14). — Can  you  tell  us  the  nature  of  the  tea- 
improver  in  tablet-form?  Does  it  contain  an  alkali  for  the 
purpose  of  softening  hard  water? 

llhri  (4/30). — (1)  The  Numbers  on  Registration-cards  vary 
with  different  districts,  and  are  supposed  to  refer  to  the 
occupations  of  the  individuals.  Like  you,  we  have  noticed 
that  persons  following  the  same  calling  in  the  same  district 
have  received  different  numbers.  Again,  your  number,  41. 
is  supposed  to  be  that  allotted  to  journalists,  whereas  you 
are  a  chemist  and  druggist  and  in  business  as  such.  (2)  To 
make  Luminous  Paint  for  watch-hands  vou  must  first  buy 
the  radioactive  material,  several  pounds'  worth  at  least, 
so  we  repeat  the  advice  given  before  to  refer  to  Mr.  F.  H. 
Glew's  advertisement  in  the  C.  <t  D.,  September  25,  p.  xxxii. 
The  paint  costs  2s.  5cl.  to  5s.  per  grain,  according  to  com- 
position, and  not  less  than  10  gr.  is  supplied. 

Station  (247/34).— The  Bald  Patches  on  your  customer's 
head  are  Alopecia  areata,  which  is  very  frequently  induced 
by  a  knock  on  the  head — e.ij.,  by  a  cricket-ball — and  is 
supposed  to  be  due  to  some  nerve  centre  being  damaged. 
See  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  p.  75.  The  red  colour 
for  cycle-lamps  is  varnish  coloured  with  an  aniline  red. 
Suspensory  bandages,  elastic  stockings,  and  trlass  syringes 
are  not  in  the  schedule  of  appliances  appended  to  the  Insur- 
ance Act  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  and  Insurance  Com- 
mittees are  not  authorised  to  pay  for  them ;  the  patient 
must  do  that  himself.

The  public  sales  of  drugs  have  been  rather  small,  but  a 
tolerably  good  business  has  been  done  for  home  use,  and 
many  parcels  have  been  taken  for  export  to  America. 
China  Galls  went  dearer,  but  at  late  sales  declined  to 
67s.  bd.  to  70.v.  Turkey  were  bought  in  at  8/.  10*.  China 
Camphor  has  been  in  good  demand  at  92s.  6(/.  to  97s.  bd.. 
and  some  large  parcels  of  Japan  on  the  spot,  and  to  arrive, 
sold  at  100s.  Shellac  advanced  30s.  to  40s.,  but  has  again 
become  dull.  A  large  business  has  been  done  in  Oil  Aniseed 
at  7s.  8d.  to  7s.  10f7.  spot,  and  7s.  Wd.  to  8s.  for  arrival. 
A  few  lots  Oil  Cassia  sold  at  7s.  9/1.  Pastor  Oil  is  rather 
dearer,  some  good  pale  seconds  sold  at  5%d,  to  b\d. 
Galangal-root  has  sold  at  13s.  bd.  to  14s.  Citronelle  Oil  is 
4(7.  dearer,  last  sales  made  at  4i'/.  Jalap  is  rather  dearer. 
Aloes  are  rather  dearer.  Musk  has  brought  rather  higher 
prices.  Cardamoms  are  steady.  Cod-liver  Oil  is  rather 
cheaper.  Croton-seeds  are  much  dearer.  26/.  5s.  Iwing  paid 
for  a  small  lot.  Star  Aniseeds  are  also  dearer,  107.  15s. 
being  last  paid.  Some  bales  of  good  bright  Capivi  sold 
at  Is.  8id.  Gums  are  without  change.  Sales  of  Cubehs 
made  at  82s.  bd.  Rhatania-root  rather  lower,  common  sold 
at  A^d.  to  bd.

Birkenhead. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Birkenhead  and 
Wirral  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  at  the  Asso- 
ciation Rooms,  Hamilton  Street,  Birkenhead,  on  October  14. 
Mr.  F.  C.  Cooling  presided  over  a  good  attendance.  The 
election  of  officers  for  the  cominc  vear  resulted  as  follows  : 
Mr.  F.  C.  Cooling,  re-elected  President  ;  Mr.  C.  Woodfield 
Cooke  and  Mr.  T.  Stephen  Jones,  re-elected  Vice-Presi- 
dents: Mr.  E.  G.  Welton,  re-elected  Treasurer ;  Mr.  John 
C.  Caine,  of  40  Upton  Road,  re-elected  Hon.  Secretary  ; 
Mr.  A.  J.  Stones,  Reporting  Secretary.  Letters  were  read 
from  the  Halifax  Chemists'  Asscciatio ;  from  Mr.  D.  Roger 
Rowlands  in  reference  to  the  proposed  earlier  closing  shortly 
to  come  into  operation ;  from  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  re  the 
P.A.T.A.  ;  and  from  Mr.  Wallbridge  regarding  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Training  Corps.  A  motion,  in  the  name  of  Mr. 
R.  G.  Govier,  proposing  to  alter  the  name  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  Birkenhead,  Wirral,  and  Wallasey  Association 
of  Pharmacists  was  carried.  It  was  also  decided  to  hold 
the  annual  meeting  in  July  instead  of  in  October.  Mr. 
J.  C.  Caine  presented  a  satisfactory  Secretary's  report, 
which  was  adopted.  The  Treasurer's  report  was  presented 
by  Mr.  E.  G.  Welton,  and  was  also  satisfactory.  The  new 
Drug  Tariff  was  then  discussed  and  certain  points  in  it 
were  severely  handled. 

Brighton.— A  meeting  of  the  Brighton  and  Hove  Ass 
ciation  of  Pharmacy  was  held  at  the  Camera.  Club.  Castle 
Square,  on  October"l3.  the  President  (Mr.  C.  G.  Yates)  in 
the  chair.  Referring  to  the  frequent  fluctuations  in  price 
of  branded  drugs  in  tablet-form,  the  Secretary  intimated 
that  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  furnish  the  latest  current  prices 
to  any  members  who  make  inquiry  respecting  same.  Con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  Report  and  Recommendations  of 
the  Drug  Tariff  Committee:  and  for  the  purpose  of  analysis 
and  comparison  the  Secretary  had  obtained  batches  of  a 
dozen  or  more  prescriptions  from  different  lecal  chemists, 
from  which  the  following  facts  were  elucidated  : 

The  actual  cost  of  the  drugs  used  by  each  chemist  varied  from 
30  per  cent,  to  65  per  cent.

The  outcome  of  the  subsequent  discussion  was  a  general 
agreement,  on'  the  principle  of  supplyine  the  drugs  at  cost- 
price,  with  a  further  charge  for  the  dispensing  and  esta- 
blishment expenses,  provided  that  the  remuneration  for  the 
latter  is  adequate.  The  proposed  establishment-fee  was 
considered  hopelessly  inadequate  for  an  area  such  as 
Brighton  ;  it  was  suggested  that  the  adoption  of  a  sliding 
scale  based  on  the  size  of  population,  rental,  or  rateable 
value  would  be  more  reasonable.  It  was  also  hoped  that 
there  would  be  some  substantial  improvement  in  the  pay- 
ment proposed  under  the  new  Tariff  for  dressings  and 
appliances.  . 

C.A.A.  —  The  first  meeting  of  the  session  of  the  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  was  held  at  the  headquarters. 
17  Blomsburv  Square,  on  October  14.  the  President  (Mr.  W. 
Roberts)  in  the  chair.  After  refreshments  had  been  handed 
round  the  President  gave  an  inaugural  address  in  which  he 
referred  to  the  circumstances  under  which  the  session  had 
opened,  and  to  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  hold  monthly 
meetings,  a  policy  which  had  proved  very  successful  in  the 
previous  session.  Some  reference  was  made  to  matters_  of 
pharmaceutical  interest,  including  the  status  of  pharmacists 
in  the  R.A.M.C.,  and  the  President  concluded  by  exhorting 
the  members  to  attend  as  many  meetings  as  possible.  Mr. 
F.  W.  Crossley-Holland  tendered  the  thanks  of  the  mem- 
bers to  the  President  for  his  address,  and  the  evening  then 
took  the  form  of  a  smoking  concert. 

Chemists'  Dental  Society.— At  a  meetinsr  held  in 
London  on  October  20  it  was  agreed  that.  or.  account  of  the 
special  attack  made  on  dental  chemists  in  the  draft  Dental 
Bill  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  the  Society  should 
retain  its  independent  position.  The  proposed  amalgama- 
tion with  the  National  Dental  Corporation  will  not  there- 
fore take  place.  The  resolution  which  was  passed  is  as 
follows  : 

•In  view  of  the  attacks  upon  dentel  chemists  in  the  recent  draft 
Dental  Bill,  it  is  not  expedient  for  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society 
to  amalgamate  with  any  body  of  men  who  are  not  qualified 
chemists.

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J|ch  an  advertisement  is  generally  in  the  nature  of  a 
fisrepresentation,  as  the  optician  who  professes  to  test 
tht  for  nothing-  really  charges  for  his  services  in  the 
i'ice  of  his  spectacles.  The  exhibition  of  the  card  is  there- 
.  |re  unfair  alike  to  the  purchasing  public  and  to  rival 
Lticians.  Mr.  Yeates  said  that  when  he  began  he  had  a 
ioklet  printed  having  upon  it  the  words  objected  to,  but 
i;  had  very  soon  abandoned  the  practice,  for  he  thought  it 
treasonable  that  ah  optician  who  had  given  time  studying 
IB  subject  of  testing  sight,  and  had  spent  a  considerable 
l:m  of  money  going  through  the  course  in  London  or 
[lasgow,  should  give  his  time  free.  Fie  now  makes  a 
large  for  testing.  Mr.  Bennett  said  he  made  no  charge  for 
jerely  testing  a  person's  eyes  and  saying  whether  spectacles 
|e  needed  or  not ;  but  if  they  are  necessary  and  are 
iidered  he  made  an  inclusive  charge  for  testing  sight  and 
Ipplying  glasses  necessary  to  correct  it.  Mr.  Spiegelhalter 
jid  the  Institute  had  been  striving  for  ten  years  to  raise 
re  status  of  the  optician,  and  this  could  not  be  done  by 
!a  advertisement  offering  to  igive  services  free.  Mr. 
lloberts,  however,  contended  that  the  business  of  opticians 
J  built  on  free  sight-testing.  Old-established  firms  might 
fj  able  to  make  a  charge,  but  younger  members  of  the 
"istitute  have  to  build  up  their  business.  He  knew  of  a 
fedical  man  who  had  put  up  a  card  in  his  consult.ing- 
|om,  "Sight-testing  Free  on  Wednesdays."  The  same 
fan  supplies  glasses.  If  the  members  of  the  Institute  are 
hi  allowed  to  exhibit  a  card  they  would  be  at  a  disadvan- 
tage, in  meeting  this  kind  of  competition.  A  motion  was 
frentually  carried  as  follows :

Moreton  Parry  and  Mr.  Harold  Wvatt,  and  heartily

london  <E.).  -  A  meeting  of  the  East  London  Pharma- 
,  ssocmtion  was  held  at  Limehouse  on  October  14 
:b'  p  a  §'  AKtVlh  (Prosidl-'nt)  '»  the  chair.  An  offer  from 
e  tY&.i.A.  Council  to  send  a  representative  to  address 
e  meeting  was  accepted.  Messrs.  Keith  and  Goode  ex- 
aineu  the  recommendations  embodied  in  the  report  made 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  Drug  Tariff  and 
•luable  assistance  was   rendered  by    Mr.  G    A  Tocher 


(Secretary  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee),  who 
gave  the  meeting  the  benefit  of  his  knowledge  of  the 
subject.  The  proposals  met  with  a  mixed  reception,  and 
criticism  was  directed  mainly  against  the  provision  for  the 
supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  at  prime  cost.  It  was 
pointed  out,  however,  that  prescriptions  show  a  progressive 
tendency  to  diminish  in  value,  and  ultimately  the  profit  as 
allowed  under  the  present  system  might  sink  very  nearly 
to  the  level  of  the  establishment-fee  as  proposed  under  the 
new  system.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hatfield,  it  was  decided 
to  endorse  the  attitude  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee towards  the  new  Tariff  proposals.  Attention  was 
next  given  to  the  proposal  to  adopt  earlier  closing  in 
the  district.  A  canvass  of  the  doctors  had  shown  that 
Poplar  and  Limehouse  practitioners  are  ready  to  limit  their 
hours  of  attendance  to  8  P.M.,  but  Stepney  doctors  are 
unwilling  to  do  so.  After  considerable  discussion  it  was 
decided  that  Poplar  and  Limehouse  should  close  at  8.30  p.m. 
during  the  first  four  days  of  the  week  and  Stepney  at  9  p.m. 
The  final  arrangements  were  left  in  the  hands  of  a  special 
Committee.  The  Chairman  appealed  for  more  members  for 
the  Bowling  Club.  Several  enjoyable  games  had  been 
played  during  the  past  season,  and  novices  had  developed 
great  enthusiasm  arid  some  symptoms  of  skill.  Reverting 
to  business,  attention  was  given  to  the  necessity  for  altera- 
tions in  the  East  London  price-list.  It  was  decided  to 
advance  prices  of  proprietaries  in  general  to  the  extent  of 
the  extra  stamp-duty,  and  to  increase  the  prices  of  several 
articles  affected  by  the  war. 

Manchester.— The  first  meeting  of  the  session  of  the 
Manchester     Pharmaceutical     Association     was     held  at 
65   Market  Street,  on  October   13.     About  sixty  members 
were   present,    in   addition  to  a   number  of  Salford  and 
district  pharmacists.      The  President  (Mr.  W.  H.  Delve), 
opening  the  proceedings,  said  he  would   call  on  Mr.  A. 
Hershberg  to  speak  on  the  questions  of  (1)  the  abolition 
of  the  practice  of  breaking   bulk  of  proprietary  articles, 
and  (2)  refusal  to  stock  and  sell  certain  proprietary  goods; 
and   he    would   ask   Mr.    G.    A.    Mallinson   to   speak  on 
(1)    the    establishment    of    minimum    profits   on    all  pro- 
prietary articles,  and  (2)   reduction  in  hours  of  business. 
Mr.  A.  Hershberg.  in  his  .address,  deprecated  the  abolition 
of  the  practice  of  breaking  bulk  of  proprietary  articles,  as 
the  practice  is  now  universal  in  working-class  neighbour- 
hoods.   It  would  be  a  great  loss  to  a  number  of  chemists 
to  abolish  the  practice,  and  would  merely  drive  customers 
to  small  general  shops  which  held  patent-medicine  licences. 
Mr.  Kemp  and  Mr.  Bates  spoke  in  a  similar  strain,  and 
Mr.  Bell  thought  it  would  be  advisable  to  leave  the  matter 
as  it  is  at  present.    Mr.  Stacey  Hall  said  Beecham's  pills 
paid   very   well  if  sold  in  pennyworths,  and  he  did  not 
agree  with  the  idea  of  doing  away  with  the  present  prac- 
tice.   He  mentioned  several   very  well-known  proprietary 
articles   which   he   has  never  stocked   because  they  do  not 
yield  a  profit.    Mr.  Nidd  said  conditions  are  so  different 
in   various    districts   that    it  would   be  unwise    to  adopt 
methods    which    would    interfere    with    chemists'  returns. 
After  the  discussion  had  lasted  nearly  an  hour,  Mr.  Kemp 
proposed  a  resolution  asking  the  Inland  Revenue  authori- 
ties to  withdraw  the  concessions  made  allowing  the  break- 
ing of  bulk  of  stamped  medicines.    Mr.  Griffiths  seconded, 
and  said  that  if  the  Inland  Revenue  .authorities  granted  this 
request,  the  general  shop  would  not   be  able  to  carry  on 
that  class  of  trade  to  the  detriment  of  the  chemist.  The 
resolution  was  carried  by  a  small  majority.    Mr.  Mallinson 
then  introduced   the  subject  of  minimum  profits  on  pro- 
prietary articles.    He   said  a  reasonable    profit  might  be 
considered  to  be  25  or  33j  per  cent.    Chemists  should  sell 
their  own  proprietaries  and  utilise   every   means  in  their 
power  to    boycott   unprofitable   proprietaries.    Mr.  Harry 
Kemp  followed,  and  Mr.  Bates  said  that  a  big  American 
"  business  doctor  "  said  that  if  a  chemist  wishes  to  increase 
his  turnover  and   be    a    successful  business-man  he  must 
stock  and  show  in  every  possible  way  the  things  which  the 
public  are  buying,  and  which  by  their  advertising  the  pro- 
prietors are  causing  people  to  ask  for.    Advertising  is  the 
keynote  to  success.    Mr.  Griffiths  recounted  his  experiences 
of  selling    Leal    preparations,    instead    of   largely  adver- 
tised proprietaries.    On   the  suggestion  of   the  President, 
the  discussion  was   adjourned  till  after  the  Conference  of 
Local  Associations.    The  discussion  on  (1)  the  establishment 
of  minimum  profits  on  all  proprietary  goods  and   (2)  re- 
duction in  hours  of  business  w-as  also  postponed.    The  Presi- 
dent then  asked  Mr.  James  Grier,  M.Sc,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Worsley  Hospital  Dispensary  Committee,  to  give  a  resume 
of  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists 
of  Manchester    and  Salford.     Mr.  Grier   paid  a  glowing 
tribute  to  the  manner  in  which  the  pharmacists  of  Man- 
chester,   Salford.    and   district    had    contributed  towards 
the  maintenance  and  equipment  of  the  dispensary  at  the 
Worsley  Hall  Red  Cios.s  Hospital.    The  wholesale  firms  of 
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Manchester  have  also  contribut-ed  on  a  liberal  scale,  both 
in  monev  and  goods.  Messrs.  G.  J.  Blore_  F.  A,  Storey, 
H.  R.  Watkinson,  and  J.  W.  Watkinson,  who  volunteered 
to  undertake  the  work  as  dispensers,  had  carried  out  the 
work  in  a  most  efficient  manner,  and  they  had  been  thanked 
by  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists.  He 
wished,  however,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  to  present 
to  each  of  these  gentlemen  a  token  of  their  esteem.  This 
took  the  form  of  gold  tie-pins  and  an  illuminated  address. 
After  Mr.  Grier  had  made  the  presentation,  the  recipients 
replied.  Mr.  Grier  also  mentioned  that  he  had  received  a 
letter,  of  thanks  from  Colonel  Ccates,  showing  that  the 
efforts  made  by  the  pharmacists  had  been  appreciated. 
Mr.  Flint  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Committee, 
which  Mr.  J.  Cleworth  seconded.  The  latter  said  that 
the  work  done  was  highly  creditable,  and  the  record  would 
be  handed  down  to  posterity  as  a  duty  nobly  done. 

Merthyr  Tydfil. -The  Merthyr  Tydfil  Pharmacists' 
Association  met  on  October  12,  when  the  Local  Associations 
Conference  agenda  was  considered.  Mr.  V.  A.  Wills  was 
appointed  delegate  to  the  Conference,  and  was  authorised 
to  support  the  proposals  put  forward,  but  to  stand  out 
for  an  increased  establishment  charge  and  larger  dispensing- 
fees,  the  view  of  the  members  being  that  the  lowest 
establishment  charge  acceptable  to  the  area  is  1.5?. 
Another  meeting  will  be  held  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  date  of  the  Conference. 

Middlesex.  — The  Middlesex  County  Association  held  a 
meeting  at  Westwood  House,  High  Holborn,  on  October  13, 
the  President  (Mr.  Herbert  Skinner)  in  the  chair.  The 
new  members  elected  were  Messrs.  Taggart,  Brumwell.  and 
Weston,  it  being  understood  that  Thames  Valley  would 
proceed  to  the  election  of  another  at  their  next  meeting. 
Mr.  W.  Duncan  was  elected  as  a  delegate  to  the  Local 
Associations  Conference  in  the  place  of  Mr.  "Wolff,  who  goes 
as  a  member  of  the  Executive.  A  communication  from  the 
North  London  Association  was  read  regarding  the  organisa- 
tion of  the  County  Association  in  London,  and  recommend- 
ing the  adoption  of  similar  methods  in  Middlesex,  and,  if 
possible,  joining  up  with  Surrey  and  Kent  in  making  a 
Home  Counties  Federation.  After  some  discussion,  the 
matter  was  remitted  to  the  Harrow  and  Thames  Valley 
Associations.  Ealing  having  already  acquiesced.  The  ques- 
tion of  prices  arose,  and  it  was  felt  that  a  representative 
Association  such  as  that  outlined  would  be  the  best  means 
of  bringing  the  matter  to  a  focus. 

Newcastle.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  October  13,  Mr. 
H.  W.  Noble  (President)  occupying  the  chair.  The  Hon. 
Junior  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  presented  their  reports 
for  the  past  year,  the  latterNshowing  a  substantial  balance 
in  hand.  The  Hon.  Senior  Secretary,  who  is  also  Secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  in  his  report  of  the 
year's  work  of  that  Committee,  referred  to  the  amicable 
relations  which  exist  between  the  Committee  and  the 
Medical  Sub-Committee  of  the  city.  Various  difficulties 
which  had  arisen  during  the  past  year  ha-ve  been  settled 
to  the  advantage  of  pharmacists,  but  the  question  of  "  Rep. 
mist.''  still  stands  in  an  unsettled  condition.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  T.  M.  Clague.  it  was  decided,  in  order  to 
give  country  and  ciry  members  an  equal  chance  of  attend- 
ing the  meetings  of  the  Association,  that  these  should  in 
future  be  held  alternately  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
evenings.  The  list,  of  officials  for  the  ensuing  session 
remains  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  Mr.  H.  W.  Noble 
being  re-elected  President.  Mr.  Win,  Kerse  Treasurer,  and 
Mr.  C.  E.  Layne  Hon.  Solicitor.  A  useful  series  of  lectures 
has  been  arranged  for  the  winter,  and  a  special  P.A.T.A. 
night  is  an  item  in  the  syllabus.  There  is  an  afternoon 
meeting  again  next  month  to  meet  Mr.  Woolcock,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceurical  Society.  It  is  notified  that  in 
connection  with  the  Ambulance  Brigade  affiliated  to  the 
Association  there  are  still  a  few  vacancies  for  pharma- 
cists or  their  assistant*.  Those  desirous  of  joining  are 
invited  to  attend  at  Cambridge  Hall,  Northumberland  Road. 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  on  any  Tuesday  night  at  8.30. 
Mr.  Noble,  in  his  presidential  address,  spoke  principally 
upon  the  matter  of  the  new  Tariff,  and  pointed  out  the  loss 
pharmacists  appeared  to  be  about  to  sustain  through 
the  lowering  of  Tariff  rates  and  the  cutting-down  of  dis- 
pensing-fees. In  the  discussion  which  followed,  many 
members  considered  that  it  could  not  be  too  much  pressed 
upon  the  delegates  to  the  October  Conference  that  nothing 
whatever  should  be  given  up  by  pharmacists  in  exchange 
for  the  abolition  of  the  discounting  clause.  The  delegates 
(Mr.  Clague  and  Mr.  Flemming)  thought,  along  with  some 
of  the  members,  that  no  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
Association  in  the  matter  of  acceptance  of  the  Tariff  until 
after  the  decision  of  the  Conference  of  Local  Associations. 


Scarborough.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Scarborough 

and  North  Riding  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  at 
147  Faisgrave  Road,  Scarborough,  on  October  15,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Newton  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  very  good  attendance. 
The  financial  statement  for  the  year  showed  a  satisfactory 
balance  in  hand.  The  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing 
year  as  follows:  President,  Mr.  H.  E.  Hunt;  Hon.  Secre- 
tary. Mr.  W.  A.  Senior:  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  H.  Newton;

The  Hon.  Secretary-  was 
instructed  to  forward  resolutions  to  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  expressing  ilj  disapproval  of  the 
policy  of  suppressing  criticism  of  the  proposed  Drug  Tariff, 
and  (2)  disapproval  of  the  proposed  commercial  Drug  Tariff.
